Dr. Albert Posta at Santa Clara 
 Vaiversity Ie Said to Have

SANTA ULARA, Feb. 
earthquake for many months past has 
been forecast weeks and months in 
advance. This was the news which 
leaked out of the Santa Clara Me- 
teorological Observatory today. The 
forecasts have been made by Dr. Al- 
bert Porta, associate of the Rev, 
Father J. S. Ricard, but it has heen 
decided that the forecarts shall not 
be made public. 

Dr. Porta predicted the Japanese 
earthquake. the Reno shakes, the re- 
cent temblor in New York City, and 
those recorded at St. Ignatius School, 
(leveland, and St. Louis, Thursday 
night. 

The forecasting of earthquakes is 
directly related to the position of sun- 
spots on the surface of the sun, it is 
explained. When the revolving sun 
brings a spot within a quadrilateral 
seventy degrees square on the side 
of the sun facing the earth, there is 
a danger period, which increases as 
the spot nears the solar axis. 

When it crosses the solar axis there 
is invariably a temblor. The location 
of the earthquake depends on the 
position of the sunspot on the surface 
of the sun. One sunspot may be re- 


eponsible for a number of earth- 
quakes, depending on how long it 
maintains its position on. the sun's 


Kaseous surface. 

Dr. Porta is said to be engaged in 
the preparation of a book dealing 
With the science of predicting earth- 
quakes by the position of spots on the 
sun. 

Predictions are now being made as 
far ahead as next December. 

RECORD IN SEATTLE.

brations were not recorded.

IN VILLA’S OWN OFFICE. 


Report that the Rebels Would Placate Britain by Pay- 
ing an Indemnity to the Widow of the English Sub» - 
ject Are Denied in Washington — Arrangements 16

ASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—-Ac- 
W cording to information which 

officials here regard as trust- 
worthy, William 8. Benton, the British 
subject killed at Juaréz, was unarmed 
and was shot to death In Villa's of- 
fice, pistol bullets through the stomach 
‘ending his life. The statement adds 
that Benton apent two hours waiting 
for the interview that é@¢nded in his 
death, walking back and forth in front 


of the office building in which Villa 
had quarters. 

The post mortem, it ls said, may 
serve to confirm the character of the 
wounds, despite the probable state of 
the body in a tropical climate eleven 
days after death. 

General instructions as to the meth- 
od of examination to be pursued were 
issued today by the State and War de- 
partments te their representatives at 
Ei Paso. It ie realized that local con- 
ditions must determine the details, 
and only broad lines were drawn in 
the directiona.

TIMES, Feb. 28.—Ruthiess winter,

HE discovery of a suitcase with 
T x initials carefully cut Sut of 
the leather started last night what 
the police believe another murder 
mystery.

WILL REDUCE THE RATES. 
South Pasadena Trustecs Put 
Ordinance on Passage Which Will 
Save Money for Power Consumers. 

{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } ‘ 

SOUTH PABADENA,. Feb. 28.-~ 
City Council has taken a step which 
will save the people of South Pasa- 
dena from $156,000 to $20,000 a year, 
An ordinance reducing electric light- 
ing and power rates was introduced 
and will undoubtedly pass. 

The reduction is made on electric 
service for domestic use and will 
result in a great saving to every user 
of electric energy. The new rate will 
take effect May 1. The energy is 
divided into five classes for lighting 
and into seven classes for power, de- 
pending upon the amount of current 
used during the month. For light- 
ing, Class A, the rate is reduced to 7 
cents per kilowatt hour; Class B, 6 
cents; Class C, 53# cents; “Class D, 4 
cents; Class E, 3 cents. For power, 
Class A, 6 cents; Class B, 4% cents; 
Class C, 3 cents; Class D, 2% cents; 
(lass E, 2 cents: Clare F, 1.8 cents; 
Class G, 1.2 cents. These rates will 
average a 20 per cent. reduction over 
the schedule now in use. 

The Board of Trustees has been 
working on thts schedule for some 
time. After a number of conferences 
with the Pacific Light and Power 
Company, steps were taken to bring 
about the reduced rates. The street 
lighting is done under a contract 
which does not expire for more than 
a year. and cannot be changed until 
that time.

Before locating in Riverside, in 
1884, Barney had made and lost sev- 
eral fortunes. He was the originator 
of a fruit and farming project at 
Palm Springs, led “The Garden of 
Bden.” The elaborate plans for this 
enterprise came to naught, as did a 
similar project launched by the same 
promoter a little later in the Salt 
Niver Valley, Arizona.

“Karly estimates of increased har- 
bor business, extravagant though they 
seemed, were not high enough,” said 
President Woodman yesterday. “We 
shall have more business and shall 
have to take care of more than we 
ever reckoned on.’ 


The American-Hawalian Steamship 
Company has notified the commission 
that it is ready to take the Mormon 
Island wharf as soon as it can be 
com pleted. This will probably be 
April 1. The company has built six 
new steamships in the past year and 
is now building two more to take 
eare of the business which will follow 
the opening of the canal. In all, the 
company will run twenty-six ships 
between New York and other Atlantic 
ports, this coast and Hawaii. 

They will all make Los Angeles a 
port of call. While the schedule has 
not been definitely determined, it is 
certain that one ship will leave New 
York for Los Angeles every three 
of four days.

[URTHER DEFENSE 
OF MRS. STETSON. 


ALLEGED THAT SHE WAS NOT 
GIVEN A FAIR TRIAD.

My defense of Mrs. Stetson, written 
some weeks ago, has received a cordial 
welcome. Some editorial comments 
I have seen, besides letters from dif- 
ferent parts of the United States have 
come, thanking me for my effort to 
establish the truth relative to what 
has taken place, and the present situ- 
ation.

are plainly ting their materia! 
positions. Paul, even in chaina, 
was granted a hearing, and further- 
more, it reminds one of the Dark 
Ages, superstition and fear, which the 
true Christian Scientist does not recog- 
nize; but with malice toward none 
and charity for all, they should turn 
and listen, as did the Christ, to the 
defense of anyone. 

I asked a Christian Science prac- 
titioner recently, what was the vital 
fault found against Mrs. Stetson. I 
received no direct answer, but among 
other things quite as unimportant, she 
made this accusation: that she had 
undisputed knowledge of Mrs. Stet- 
son's having been presented with 
fourteen automobiles. I escaped of- 
fending this practitioner by not pre- 
suming to offer a gift of this nature. 

Mrs. Stetson's last interview with 
Mrs. Eddy, occurred just before she 
(Mra. Stetson) was called to trial by 


the directors of the mother church. | 


After a drive about the city Mrs. 
Eddy admonished Mrs. Stetson to 
stand spiritually firm against all an- 
tagonism, and at the conclusion of the 
visit, Mrs. Eddy, taking both Mrs. 
Stetson’s hands, said to her: “This 
has been the happiest day of my life; 
God bless you forever.” 

I am moved to quote Mrs. Stetson 
regarding her “trial,” as it is termed. 
She says: “My trial was irregular, 
as I was confronted by my accusers, 


whose affidavits were read to me in 


the presence of the directors by their 
representatives. I was ignorant of 
court procedure, and no one then ad- 
vised me that my accusers should have 
been brought before me.

Dead Man's Island, or “Isla de los 
Muertos,” comprises about half an. 
acre of ground and appears like a 
pile of sandy soll in the ocean when 
viewed from the mainiand, but many 
islands of far greater dimensions are 
of less value to history or to science. 
Historically it is identified with the 
taking of the capital of California, 
at that time the Pueblo de Los An- 
geles, and scientifically it has a na- 
tional reputation on account of its 
fossil shells. 

At one time it was possibile to wade 
in the lew lands water from the town 
of San Pedro to the island, but the 
building of the inner harbor be- 
tween these two places has brought 
on a stretch of water than can only 
be spanned by a skiff or boat. A 
breakwater, a mile and a haif long, 
formerly known as “Rattlesnake 
Island,” though known now as Ter- 
minal Island, is connected with Dead 
Man's Island by a huge pile of rocks 
that complete the strip and which 
completes the breakwater for the in- 
ner harbor. Part of Terminal Island 
will be thrown back by the dredgers. 

APPROPRIATELY NAMED,

name from the fact that a sailor who 
died on a vessel trading on the Coast 
was buried on the island. This was be- 
fore Col. Warner came, however, as it 
bore that name when he arrived. 

Some years after when R. H. Dana, 
Jr., was a sailor before the mast in 
the American merchant service, he 
sailed on the California Coast. While 
his ship was lying in the bay he was 
sent ashore to guard a shipment of 
hides that had come down from 
“Pueble” and as he sat there near the 
present postoffice site of today in San 
Pedro, he writes: “The only thing that 
broke the surface of the great bay was 
a dreary-looking island, steep and cen- 
ical, of a clayey soil, and without the 
sign of vegetable life upon it, yet 
which hed a pecullar and melancholy 
interest, for on the top of it were 
buried the remains of an Englishmaa, 
the commander of a small merohant 
brig, who died while lying in this 
port. It was always a solemn and af- 
fecting sight to me. There it stood, 
desolate, and in the midst of deso- 
lation: and there were the remains of 
one who died and was buried alone 
and friendliess. Had it been a common 
burying place, it would have n 
nothing. The single body corresponded 
well with the solitary desolation of 
everything around it. It was the only 
spot in California that impressed me 
with anything like poetic § interest. 
Then, too, the man died far away from 
home, without a friend near him—by 
poison, it was suspected, and no one 
to inquire into it—and without proper 
funeral rites; the mate (as $ was told) 
giad to have him out of the way, hur- 
rying him up the hill and into the 
‘ground without a word or prayer.” 

A day or so after this Dana writes 
“that the gale for which we slipped at 
Santa Barbara had been so bad a one 
here that the whole bay was filled with 
the foam of the breakers, and the seas 
actually broke over Dead Man's Isl- 
and.” 

To further establish the name of 
“Dead Man's Island,” it is necessary 
to go back to the time prior to the 
capture of the Pueblo de Los Angeles 
when Commodore Stockton landed his 


sailors and marines tn San Pedro in 


1846. He came down the coast to cap- 
ture Pueblo de Los Angeles.

Then came Glillisple’s men after 
their disastrous experience with a 
Mexican revolution. Commodore 
Stockton sent Lieut. Gillispie with @ 
garrison of fifty men to hold Los An- 
geles. Gillispie, so it is said, under- 
took to fashion the people to the man- 
ner and customs of a New England 
model. 

But he had not obtained the “com 
sent of the governed” to the change, 
and they rebelled.. Under the com- 
mand of Fiores and Vareles, 300 
strong, they besieged Gillispie's forces 
and finally compelled them to evacu- 
ate the city and retreat to San Pedro, 
where they went aboard a merchant 
vessel and remained in the harbor. 

Down from Stockton’s fleet came 
Mervine with 300 sailors and marines 
bent upon capturing the rebellious 
Pueblo de Los Angeles. Once again 
San Pedro beheld the onward march 
of an army of conquest. But San 
Pedro saw also another sight, “when 
the drums beat at the dead of night.” 
That other sight was the retreat of 
Mervine’s men. They met the enemy 
at the Dominguez ranch near Comp- 
ton, and retreated, the wounded 
borne on litters, their dead on creak- 
— carretas, and their flag left be-

Mervine buried his dead, five in all, 
on the Isla de los Muertos, and then 
+—if not before—it was an island of 
dead men. | 

Other legends are told of how the 
island came by its name. This is 
the story of an old Californian, who 
had been a sailor on a former hide 
drogher, long before Dana's time, told 
thirty years ago, some time before his 
death: “Away back in the early 
years of the last century, some fish- 
ermen found the dead body of an un- 
known white man on the iciand 
was evidence that he had reached the 
island alive, but probably too weak 
to attempt the crossing of the narrow 
channel to the main land. He had 


,clung to the desolate isiand, vainly 


hoping for succor, until hunger, 
thirst and exposure ended his exist- 
ence. He was supposed to have fallen 
overboard at night from some smug- 
gier, and to have been carried in by 
the tide. From the finding of the 
body on the island, the Spaniards 
named is ‘Isla de los Muertos”’—the 
ttiand \ef the dead, or the isle of 
corpses. 
MARKS UNKNOWN GRAVES. 


There have been ten persens in all 
buried on the island—nine men and 
one woman——namely: The lost sailor, 
the English sea captain, five of Mer- 
vine’s crew, two passengers on a Pan- 
ama ship in 1851, and the last, a Mrs. 
Parker, in 1555. Mrs. Parker was the 
wife of Capt. Parker of the schooner 
Laura Bevian. Once when a severe 
southeaster was threatening, the har- 
bor bar was moaning, Capt. Parker 
sailed out of the San Pedro bay in 
the Leura Bevian. Nothing was ever 
seen or heard of him or the Laura 
Bevian from that day to this. The 
ship and the crew lie at the bottom of 
the ocean, presumably in the outer 
harbor or near there. The captain's 
wife was stopping at the landing. 
She was slowly dying from consump- 
tion. Her husband’s fate hastened 
her death. Rough, but kindly hands 
performed the last rites for her, and 
she was buried on the top of “Dead 
Man's Island.” 

The log book of the U.S.8. Savan- 
nah shows that this boat arrived in 
San Pedro Bay October 7, 1846; an 
expedition was planned for the pur- 
pose of taking Pueblo de Irs Ange!or—- 
in official papers of the United States 
Los Angeles was written Los Angelos, 
“capital of California.” On landing, 
William Smith, L.C.B.. was killed. 

On October.11, the log states that 
“William Berry departed this life 
from wounds received in the action 


of the 8th inst.; buried body of W. B. 
Berry on ‘Dead Man's Island’ ” 

As in the case of Capt. Parker and 
his crew, the sea has not always given 
up its dead, but the land has. - 

When the government dredger be- 
gan operations for widening the han- 
nel of the inner harbor the large 
crane dug open the graves, and as 
the tumbling earth fell down..the 
sides, occasionally the sight of a 
skeleton or a wooden box was uncov- 
ered. These were removed to a more 
suitable place in Harbor View Ceme- 
tery. Yet, as one sails arounds this 
historical island, a wooden box i8 ex- 
posed to view, and is supposed to be 
coffin.

LEAR RECORD 
OF DISBARMENT. 


BAR ASSOCIATION INVESTIGATES 
FORMER ATTORNEY. 


Latter Quoted as Saying He Is ine 
Good Standing When Complete 


A published statement in which w. 
J. Danford. disbarred attorney and 
former convict, is quoted as saying 
that he was not disbarred and that he 
is practicing law caused A. J. Cupp, 
secretary of the Bar Association, ‘to 
make an investigation of the case 
yesterday. Copp said the record is 
clear that Danford is disbarred and 
that any attempt on his part to prac- 
tice law would be in contempt of 
court. 

It was after Danford was arrested 
Several days ago on the charxe uf ir- 
regular conduct in the management ef 
the affairs of the lIeging Ore Treat- 
ment Company that he is alleged to 
have made the statement that he was 
an attorney in good standing. 

“Il have looked up the records ih 
the case and find that Mr. Danford is 
prohibited from practicing law,” Copp 
said yesterday. “The order of Judge 
Murphy setting aside the order of 
Judge Hutton, who reinstated Dan- 
ford, stands. No appeal has deen taken 
from the court action. Whe recurd is 
clear. 

“Under the circumstances any at- 
tempt on the part of Danford to 
practice law, would constituie con- 
tempt of court. The assertion, cred- 
ited to him, that he is not disbarred 
and is practicing his profeasion, is 


dangerously near contempt of court.| 


The least act tending to show that 
he was attempting to practice the 
profession of law would make hiny 
responsible to the court.” 

Danford war convicted in 1908 of 
having received $3130 from Cathriné 
Smith asa fee for representing her in 
the Federal Court when he had no 
standing in that court and could not 
practice there. He took an appeal, but 
lost in the higher court and was tikett 
to San Quentin in March, 1911, to 
serve a term of two years. He was 
paroled in a few months and returned 
to the city and induced Judge Hut- 
ton to make an order reinstating him, 
The members of the Bar Association 
were incensed at the action of the 
judge and took up the matter at once, 
After a hearing, Judge Murphy re- 
voked Judge Hutton’s order, leaving 
Danford where he was before—with- 
out standing as an attorney.

The Modern Toy Has Passed From 
the Expressioniess Fate to One That 
Portrays Character.

PANAMA, Web. 10.—When the 
Panama Canal its completed and the 
first ship is piloted through from Cris- 
tobal to Balboa, or the other way, it 
will be as near “fool proof” as it is 
possible to make it.

Then comes the passage 
through the canal with its numerous 
range light towers on either bank, its 
beacons and buoys all of them showing 
either a white, red or green light. 

There are along the canal twenty 
acetylene-lighted range towers, twelve 
electric-lighted ones, forty-five elec- 
tric-lighted beacons, three acetylene- 
lighted beacons and about fifty-seven 
acetylene-lighted buoys. The range 
lights mark a line 125 feet on either 
side of the ‘middle of the channel, 
forming a lane 250 feet wide.

ISLE OF TAHITI 
PARISIAN REFUGE 


Just a Retreat for Officials 
Who Drink Absinthe. 


Lafe in the South Pacific a 
Paradise of Ease. 


But It Generally Ends by the 
Suicide Route. 


(SPECIAL FOREIGN 

TAHITI, Feb. %7.—~Today the 
French islands in the South Pacific 
perform satisfactorily the reguiation 
Guty of all the other of French trop- 
ical colonies. They furnish a retreat 
for a Governor, secretary. judge and 
three or four other high-salaried of- 
ficials, during such time as they may 
require to accumulate fortunes suf- 
ficient to permit them to retire to 
Paris and ease for a good portion, if 
not all, of the rest of their lives. They 
supply a to a small army 
of minor officials who never have a 
chance to accumulate and go to 
Paris. These latter young sentiemen 
work—or rather, sit at desks—«ix 
hours a day, drink absinthe six hours 
and dream absinthe dreams the re- 
mainder of the twenty-four hours. 

Besides a regiment of soldiers and 
&® gunboat or two, it takes over £00 
Officials to keep Tahiti in order. De- 
which in an economically- 
run British or German colony ceuld 
be handled by one man, with time 
enough for a horseback ride in the 
morning and @ half-dozen sets of ten- 
mis in the afternoon, is here in the 
hands of a substantial mov. There 
is bu@@one road on the island, but it 
takes a whole wing of Pomare's old 
Palace to house the clerks who report 
on the condition of it. 

There is about one case of petty 
larceny and one of battery 2 month, 
but the bench is occupied by a full 
half-score of august juciges. The 
total value of a twelve-months’ ship- 
ping of all the 150 or more French 
itiands in the Southeastern Pacific—- 
the Marquesas, Paumotos and Svcie- 
tlee—is not equal te the annual vout- 
put of esingle Hawalian sugar mi)!, 
yet the financial and commercia) cf- 
ficers are numbered in three tigures. 

What do they all do? That would 
be a little difficult. to find out: but try 
and do something yourself—to get a 
concession for a vanilia plantation, for 
instance—and you will begin to get an 
inkling. You will he endiessiy re- 
ferred, and there will be dozens of 
papers to sign, and permits to be 
taken out ad infinitum. You will 
struggle through wildernesses of quill- 
scratching, past gaping pigeon-holes, 
till your efforts die away in the peo- 
pled solitudes as a jost sea gull per- 
ishes in the midat of the Sahara. 

Six hours a day for the government, 
eighteen for themeelves. What of 
these latter hours’ Take a giance at 
the Cercle Colonial. The cercie is a 
low, rambling structure of aching 
white, cooled by green trees, green 
jalousies and. green drinks. These lit- 
tle clubs in the great republic's trop- 
ica! outposts occasionally have not the 
green blinds. One or two may even 
be recalied which have not the green 
trees, but a Cercle Colonial without the 
green drinks, never. 

THE ABSINTHE ROUTE. 

“Where flaps the tricolor, there 
flows the absinthe.” It is not positive 
who first enunciated this great truth, 
nor where it was first heard. Sufficient 
that it has become a iaw here as in- 
fiexibie as that of gravity. Haul down 
the ene, and the other will cease to 
flow; stop the flow of the other, and 
the one will cease to flap. Certain 
French patriote who are strangers to 
the French tropics may indignantly 
question the truth of the latter state- 
ment. One instance may be cited 
where these respective eymbols of 
their republic are flapping and fiow- 
ing independently. 

Certain of the best paid Tahitian of- 
fictals straggie home to France every 
other year or so by Suez or America. 
Others send intermittent letters to 
their loved ones by the irregular post; 
but when all is said and done the 
only really well-established line of 
communication between the island 
paradise and Paris is the “absinthe 
route.” 

“T'd envy these poor beggars their 
nocturnal! trips from ‘hell to home,’ 
said an American in Papeete, “if it 
waen't for the fact that they are al- 
ways doomed to sall with round trip 
tickets. Coming out of any old kind 
of dream is more or less of a shock; 
but coming out of the Mohammedan 
paradise of an absinthe dream is stag- 
gering. Just about one a month. of 
these young fellows decides that six 
hours is too long to wait for the in- 
auguration of another dream, and, in 
launches himself 
off on the journey for which no re- 
turn ticket can be foisted on him. 
The suicide rate in Noumea is higher 
than here. and, it is said Seigon, Mar- 
tinique, Cayenne and Guadeloupe are 
woree still.” 

“Fools and cowards,” you say; but 
before judging let us watch them for 
a while at the Cercle Colonial embark- 
ing. and in transit, “on the absinthe 
route.” 

It is 4 o'clock of a February after- 
noon in Papeete, and the vueually 
steady stream of the southeast trade, 
clogged and Obstructed by muffocat- 
ine puffs of humid air which have 
rolled in since morning from the oily 
seas which stretch unbroken to the 
equator, has ceased to flow. The 
glaring coral streets throw back the 
light like rivere of molten tin and 
the distended blossoms of the hav 
hibiscus fall lke plummets 
through the puddly air, to break and 


scatter like glass on etriking the 
ground. Every#ffig of the earth 


glows. Everything of the air gasps, 
in the swimming waves of this cling- 
ing heat. 

The shaded walle of the Cercle Co- 
lonial hold. still a modicum of last 
night's coolness, nd the closely- 
drawn green blinds of the lounging- 
room check the onrush of the calid 
fiood from without. The man with the 
gold lace on his ripped-open coat col- 
jar sitting in the corner toward the 
silent billiard room is an officer from 
the barracks. He with the tanned 
face and the imperial, in the opposite 
corner, is the commander of the gun- 
boat in the harbor. The youth with 
the opera bouffe moustache, at the 
table. ie the disgraced son of a rich 
Mareeilies merchant whose quarterly 
remittances are payable only in Pe- 

ete. 
pThey all know each other, but by an 
unspoken mutual understanding have 
put » longest possible interval be- 
tw themeelver. Men do not drink 
for soviability on a day like this, for 
he who lives in the tropics realises 
what the inhabitant of cooler latitudes 
knows but hazily——that the menta! 
consciousness of human propinguity, 
even without the effort af conversa- 
tion, raises the temperature.

You, who kKnow the futility of 
drinking anything alcoholic or 
narcotic in endeavoring to keep cool 
and have only sipped at your giaas 
of lime juice and soda, can swear 
that the air of the place, far from 
being cooler, is getting closer every 
minute. But don't try to tel) that 
to the young man by the window. It’s 
cooler air to him—yves, and to every- 
one in the room but yourself with 
your foolish lime juice and soda:

You have seen the stolid Eng)ish- 
man thaw out to wax friendly and 
sociable after his second or third 
brandy and soda, and perhaps you ex- 
pect that something of the kind is 
going to happen here. The brandy 
and the absinthe routes start from 
the same place, but their courses are 
diametrically opposite. The brandy 
and soda addictee expands externally, 
the absinthe drinker expands interna!- 
ly. One drink strikes out, the other 
strikes in. The Englishman cannot 
forget himself until he has hed a 
couple of brandy and sodas. With 
two glasses of absinthe the French- 
men only commences to remember 
himself. Don’t leok for any flow of 
spirits around you, then; your neigh- 
bers are only going the absinthé route 
~they are off for home. 

Turn your attention again to the 
youth at the window. A freah giass 
of absinthe is before him and he is 
pouring himeeif another drink. Ah— 
there is your real absinthe artist now. 
See with how steady a hand he pours 
that unvarying thread of a trickle: 
not faster than it must go. not siow- 
er. See him turn the giass to the 
light to mark the progress of the 
green stain in the white body of the 
crushed ice. As it touches the bot- 
tom the pouring stops, the glas< is 
twirled once or twice and then lifted 
to the lips and drained. Just as much 
water as «a thread-siced trickle of 
absinthe will meit from the tee in 
finding its way to the bottom of the 
glass and back to the rim. (Offer it to 
him any other way—after that firet 
mad guip or two and he would prob- 
ably refuse to drink it. Thus absinthe 
a la Cercle Colonial de Papeete. 


THE ARMY OFFICER. 


At 6 or 6:30, an army officer looks 
at his watch, yawns, stretches him- 
self, pours a final hasty giass and 
picks his rel ctant way to the doeor 
and out into the still stifling air. The 
officers of the gunboat follow suit. and 
from then until 7 o'clock, dinner time, 
by occasional) twos and threes. but 
mostiy singly, perhaps a half of the 
Strange company (‘at the call of fam- 
lly, military or social duties) takes its 
Geparture.

hither and thither at every turn. In 
the west hangs the remains of an 
ugly-looking copper-and-sulphur sun- 
set and to the north there is an un- 
broken line of 
clouds. You herdiy need the 29.70 
reading on the hotel “lani”’ baromete: 
to tell you that there is going to be 
wind before midnight. 

Nine o'clock at the Cercle Golonial. 
The jalousjes have been opened dur- 
ing your absence and then closed 
again, thie time to keep out the secur- 
rying vanguards of the rising storm. 
The air is cooler now, and you give 
the waiter the recipe for an Amer- 
ican gin fizz, to have him bring you 


You solace yourself with the thought 
that you didn’t come for a drink any- 
way, and turn to your friends of the 
afternoon, the Voyageurs. 

Most of them have “arrived,” and 
if they are aware at all of the relief 
of the cooling atmosphere it is but 
to tell themselves that it is good to 
breathe again the air of La Belle 
France after those accursed tropics. 
Bach site solitary, as when you left. 
but where then they Were separated 
by a few scant yards at the most, 
they are now scattered from Paris to 
the Riviera. 

PARIS PREDOMINATES. 


But it's plain that it's Paris with 
the most of them. The youth with 
the yellow face is still in his chair 
by the window, but his eyes are now 
fixed admiringly on a colored litho- 
graph of a ballet dancer in ite black 
frame on the wall.

An Expert's View. 


SOUTH AMERICA AS IT IS TODAY. 


The Migratory and the Sedentary Indians of South A merica. 
Guarani, Their Universal Language, a Sort of 


_ Esperanto—Story of Ramirez and Mine. 


CIENTISTS claim and prove with 
more than ordinary conclusivenese 


that South America was inhabited 


even in Pleistocene times by the prim- 


itive races which still persist from 
Panama to Patagonia. The “Long- 


Heads” are supposed to have been 
the first arrivals from their ancient 
Asian home by that land connection 
between the two continents which haé 


now for the most part disappeared. 


Later-came the “Round Heads,” 
who kept generally to the Pacific 
side of the continent, or rather to the 
Pacific side of that great inland or 
Pampean sea which formerly occupied 
center of South America before 
the present high and table lands were 
Pressed up out of the bowels of the 


earth in formation. 
It was along the Pacific Coast and 


the line of the Andean plateau that 


the “Round-Heads” developed that re- 


markable civilization whose ruins are 


strewn from the Cundinamarca dis- 


trict of Colombia down to the site of 


Santiago, the present capital of Chile. 
The “Round-Heads” were people of 
very varying degrees of culture. They 
included the Chibches of Colombia, 


who, with the Aymaras of Peru, 


reached the higher degree of civili- 
zation, and descended to the savage 
Araucanians of Chile, who, at least as 
& pure-blooded race, have practically 
disappeared. 

In the early generations of the mi- 
gSration these races were kept apart 
by the inland sea which, as that great 
American traveler and geologist, Col 
Church, was the first to show cov- 


., ered the heart and central districts of 


the great continent. These tremendous 
expanses of water were difficult to 
cross by tribes whose knowledge of 
navigation was evidently extremely 
limited. But as the floods waned and 
finally disappeared these Indians came 
more and more together in contacts 
which were sometimes friendly and 
sometimes hostile. In consequence of 
the intercourse which was in this way 
established, the types which these 
races presented were gradually soft- 
ened and at last blended, so that we 


now have from one end of the conti- | 


nent to the other that general Mon- 
g0lo-Caucasic type which scientists are 
beginning te call the American type. 
A UNIVERSAL MOTHER TONGUE. 


The speech of all these peoples was 
extraordinarily uniform. It is held by 
th competent to judge as exceed- 
ing remarkable that the stage of 
culture reached by the various divi- 


sions makes but for few and insig-: 
nificant differences of structure, and | 
that the language of the cultivated, 
Quichuan is cast in the same — | 
t 


that of the rude Patagonian. 
said that not even the germs of their 
speech can be traced to the old world; 
that it is entirely American and sui 
generis. Another extraordinary fea- 
ture of this linguistic situation is the 


Ges.| number of languages or dialects which 


are here spoken. It is said that there 
are more than 100, all allied and co- 
inated, which are commonly spok- 
eh and used in South America today. 
Two of these linguistic groups have 
a very wide range, while the others 


are crowded into small zones. The 
Quichua-Aymara languages range over | 


a wide domain which approximates, 
if it is not conterminous with, the 
boundaries of the old Peruvian em- 
pire. The Tupi-Guarani languages are 
known to be spread over wide areas, 
which will in all probability be fur- 
ther enlarged by explorations that are 
yet to be made. 

Of this family the Carib is a mem- 
ber, and this Interesting tribe that 
was formerly supposed to have orig- 
inated either in Guiana or In the An- 
tillee is now clearly shown to have 
had its cradle somewhere around the 
headwaters of the Amazon. 

Their migratory movements were 
directed northward from the very 
heart of the continent, along the great 
water courses to the Caribbean world, 


and they reached the West Indies 


certainiy, and Fiorida in all human 
probability, in their career of con- 
quest. 

For reasons of a social and political 
rather than of an ethical nature, or 
so it is that scientists hold, a very 
wide expansion has been given to the 
Tupi-Guaran! language, which with 
the flight of time has become the com- 
mon medium of intercourse, the 
lingua franca of very large sections 
of the new continent. There is no 
reason to doubt that the missionary 


-| zeal and enterprise of the Jesuits, who 


were the first to bring light Into this 
benighted field, had much to do with 
the achievement of this astonishing 
result. In the sixteenth century they 
found that their operations were 
greatly embarrassed by the mul- 
tiplicity of local dialects and the 
repugnance or inability of the natives 
to obtain anything ike a working 
control of Spanish or Portuguese.

A 
striking illustration of the devastat- 
ing process to which the Indian is ex- 
posed is furnished by the conditions 
which prevail among the workers in 
the mine of the Huanchaca of Bolivia 
This mine is known throughout the 
world for its fabulous riches. It is 
tremely profitable to its owners, 
a1 in the circumstances it is natural 
that some care should be taken to 
safeguard the lives and the health of 
the laborers, who in this sparsely-set- 
tled region are few and far between 
and most difficult to recruit. 

THE STORY OF RAMIREZ. 

Here, perhaps, I should tell the 
story of Ramirez, to whom the In- 
dians, if they but knew it, should 
rather than to Santa Rosa or 
Santa ta, the goddesses of their 
predilection. Certain it is that the 
story of Ramirez has safeguarded 
more Indians on the high central 
plateau of South America than ever 
did the eloquent appeals of Las Casas. 

Throughout this region the belief 
prevails that almost any ragged and 
uncouth Indian knows more about 
the mineral deposits and resources 
of this lonely country than can be 
acquired by the most highly-paid min- 
ing expert in any number of years. 
When you question this belief the 
miners tell you the story of Ramirez, 
which I am about to relate. He is re- 
garded everywhere as the Christopher 
Columbus of the Huanchaca mines, 
which have enriched Bolivia very 
much, as—-though on a smaller scale— 
the nitrate deposits of Trapaca have 
enriched the Chileans. As a matter 
of fact, Ramirez was not a discoverer, 
and his good fortune was due more 
to his kind heart than to his keen 
eye. 

For forty years, Ramirez, a poor 
immigrant from the north of Spain, 
unlike the great majority of his fel- 
1ow-countrymen, who worship the

volved. Testimony from such sources 
is, however, unfortunately quite fre- 
quently wanting. This, be it said to 
the credit of South American humani- 
ty. is by no means the case in the 
communities south of Panama. In de- 
scribing the Indian and the labor sit- 
vation in Peru, I shall, therefore, 
lean very heavily on the writings of 
Garcia-Calderon, today the most dis- 
tinguished publicist of that country. 
When I come to Bolivia, I shall rely 
upon the graphic pages of Parades, a 
native of the country and a writer of 
accepted reliability. In my  descrip- 
tion of Indian life and of labor con- 
ditions In Paraguay * shall rely upon 
the writings of Rafael Barret. an 
adopted son of that unforttmate coun- 
try. Of course, tin this way I do not 
seek to shirk my share of responsi- 
bility. I shall not make any quota- 
tion or reference to any phase of the 
situation which I would not have 
made alone on my own responsibility 
had it not been possible, and as I 
believe advisable, to strengthen my 
opinions and conclusions with the evi- 
dence of native writers. j 
THE EXACT SITUATION. 

I present the matter in this way 
all the more readily because I think 
it would be unfair to the press and 
the intelligent classes of the coun- 
tries that suffer under these unfor- 
tunate conditions to convey the im- 
pression that such things could go on 
daily and hourly without a voice of 
protest being raised. Such is not the 
case. Everywhere the traveler sees 
indications of a desire for a more hu- 
mane treatment of the untutored In- 


| dian and the laborer who has been 


degraded by generations of peonage. 
not to say slavery. In many places 
there are strong societies organized 
for this very purpose. It is also fair 
to add that the very frank utterances 
of Garcia-Calderon and of Parades 
have been received with enthusiastic 
applause by very Influential people in 
their respective countries.

No hue and 
cry has been raised against them as 
unworthy sons of the soll who are 
unpatriotic and sensational, although 
it cannot be said that such criticism 
is unknown In the discussion of the 
Indian problem at home with us.

“Why do you remain here,” she 
said, “where they treat you so ill— 
where they would swindle and rob 
you if there were anything to rob 
and swindle, but there isn’t? Come 
with me, old friend, and I will show 
you rock that is worth breaking and 
dirt that is worth packing away.” 

And she led him that very day,

THE HOMES OF THE TOILERS. 

On these heights, more than 4000 
meters above the sea, in caves and 
in hovels, live and work the mines 
more than 12,000 people. Their home 
is a gray, bare mountain peak, rising 
out of an ashen-hued land of desola- 
tion. Upon the peak, which is, of 
course, surmounted by the legendary 


cross, every half-hour or so a passing 


cloud hangs and is pricked, as it 
would seem, sending down upon the 
village of cave dwellefs a great deluge 
of cold, shivering rain. Drunkenness 
is rampant and the ravages of alcohol 
meet the eye in almost every hovel. 
Tt is certainly the curse of this place; 
as it is of the whole country, but 
there are many who believe, while ad- 
mitting all this, that no one

new church, hung in a 
place on the wall, being exposed to 
view after a brief talk by the pastor. 
The contemplated new structure 
will be one of the largest and finest 
of its character on the Pacific Coast 


and a notable addition to the list of 
\fine buildings in Los Angeles. It will 


be executed in brick and stone and 
will be carried out in an adaptation 


of the Tudor Gothic types known as/ facad 
the Americanized 


Collegiate Gothic. 


The edifice will in reality conrist of 
three joined sections, comprising an 
auditorium, chapel and manse. The 
site, which is now occupied by a 
frame chapel, has a frontage of 150 
feet on Third street by 206 feet on 
Western. It is situated on high and 
sightly ground in the midst of the 
exclusive Francisca Park tract. 
Mr. De Remer hag carefully con- 
sidered the various problems 
cidental to the religious and socia) 
branches of the church work, at the 
same time having in mind the future 
growth of the on and the 
enlarging field of service. The church 
proper will consist of a building 
fronting on Western avenue and 111x 
80 feet in size. The structure will 
have a seating capacity in the pews 
of 660, the gallery offering room for 


the church for a choir room, pastor’s 
study and retiring rooms. 

The interior walls will be of brick 
and stone and the floor of reinforced 
concrete, covered with tile. The roof 
will be carried out In the open 
timber effect. A bell tower 100 feet

The manse will be a ten-room, two- 
story brick veneered structure for the

The church and chapel portions of 
the edifice will be fireproof and of 
the most substantial and lasting con- 
struction. The floors and frame will 
be of reinforced concrete. The ex-~- 
terior of the building will be faced 
with red sand mould brick, laid tn an 
English manner, the trim being of 
light stone. The roofs will be tiled.

vail. The general interior finish will 
be In red oak, stained and finished in 
Cathedral brown. The heating and 
ventilation will embody the most 
modern ideas.

Was then regarded the star-gemmed 
Sdamantine sphere of heaven! For 
Job did not suspect that those mys- 
terious, unchanging points of light 
were mighty ‘suns, each swiftly 
speeding along its appointed tourse. 
But it is thus that the poetic mind 
divines the intrinsic grandeur of na- 
ture’s most common aspects. 

Those who look out upon the pic- 
tured sky on these February eve- 
mings are more favored than in any 
other season of the year. The mag- 
nificent constellation of Orion is on 
the meridian at 8 o'clock. Of four 
bright stars forming an oblong square, 
two, Betelgeuze and Bellatrix, are re- 
spectively in the right and left shoul- 
ders of the mighty hunter, and be- 
low Saiph is in the right knee, and 
Rigel in the upraised ieft

Refined observations extending over 
& series of years show that Sirius 
is on the move. It is traveling away 
from. us towards the southwestern 
limits ofthe universe at the rate of 
Miles per second. Gixty thou- 
years ago it was on the east- 
ern edge of the Milky Way, but dur- 
-img that period it traversed a 
path which has carried it to the 
Western border of the galaxy. Yet 
it will continue to shine with un- 
dimmed splendor for many ages to 
come.

And therein hangs an in- 
ere is a cause for men being 
happy. We do not usually find these 
men among bankrupt merchants or 
among farmers who have had a series 
of crop failures. Humor and happi- 
ness are more apt to be offsprings of 
prosperity. 
One apricot grower in Banning, 
whose trees are 14 years old, reports 
that his crop ran fourteen tons to 
the acre last year and sold for $24 
aton. He made $300 net, per acre. 
A successful almond grower said: 
“Here is a little experiment which 
I have worked out during the last 
feven years: I bought twenty acres 
of raw land in this district and 
planted it out to almonds, or rather, I 
just planted eighteen acres of the 


building site. The third year my first 
crop of nuts brought me $216.20. By 
the fourth year I had realized a total 
of $913.68 from the place. The fifth 
year the total returns of the place 
had mounted to $1309.48, and by the 
sixth year I had realized in ali 
$2736.20. Last year, which was the 
seventh after planting the crop, my 
total returns were $4766.50 for the 
place.” 

A RIDE TO THE NORTH. 

A g00d booster offered to take us 
for a ride around the town in his big 
automobile. We accepted the invita- 
tion and crowded into his machine. 
The next instant we were whizzing up 
the main street of Barining making 
straight for old Grayback. 

Passing the two blocks of business 
houses in the town, we shot like an 
arrow up through an enchanting lane 
of arching shade trees and by the resi- 
dential district. Then we:came upon 
the outlying orchards. The almond 
trees were just putting forth their 
delicate pink blossoms and furnished 
a sight which tempted one to hesi- 
But our friend was obdurate 
and kept the machine spinning rapidly 
over the nicely graded, smooth road- 
way. 

Finally we came to the foothills. We 
swung around a long spur of the hills 
and making a sharp bend entered the 
Banning water canyon. 

The Banning water canyon is a 
wide gorge in the mountains cutting 
back ten or twelve miles toward the 
foot of Old Grayback. It is here that 
the Banning Water Company develops 
the water for the irrigation of over 
3000 acres and also the domestic 
water supply of the town. The mouth 
of the canyon is about 2600 feet above 
the sea and 300 feet above Banning. 
This elevation affords so great a pres- 
sure that it is necessary to have two 
reservoirs between the canyon and the 
town, a distance of two miles, in or- 
der to break the extreme preasure. The 
water company has developed as much 
as 965 miners’ inches in a season from 
the canyon, and averages over 600 
miners’ inches every year. This co- 
pious flood is distributed by twenty- 
eight miles of conduits, pipes and 
ditches. 

The one best thing about the Ban- 
ning water supply is that it is owned 
by the people who own the land. 
Every acre of the land under the sys- 
tem is proportioned shares of water 
stock. A head of fifty miners’ tnches 
for twenty-four hours as frequently 
as the service can be made in rounds 
threughout the district is now allowed 
every five acres. The land owners 
merely paya nominal sum for the up- 
keep of the system. 

In the town the domestic water is 
supplied the residents at a rate of $1 
for 600 cubic feet a month. Special 
rates are established for quantities 
used in excess of this amount. 
Approximately half a million has 
been expended upon the water devel- 
opment in Banning Canyon and the

BANNING . HEIGHTS. 

After following the road up the 
canyon for a mile or more we sud- 
denly turned into another road which 
serpentined up the steep western wall 
of the canyon at a 7 per cent. grade. 
A short ride on this grade and we 
gained the top and a wonderful view 
of a great bench of land comprising 
several thousand acres. This immense 
mesa is called Banning Heights. 

Banning Heights is, beyond ques- 
tion, one of the most remarkable 
pieces of apple and cherry land to be 
found in the West. The striking feat- 
ure of it is that it lays in the heart 
of the mountains at an elevation be- 
tween 3000 and 4200 féet above sea 
level and it is indeed a most unusual! 
thing to see such an extensive area of 


at such an elevation. There is proba- 
bly not such another similar body of 
land in the State. 

There are 1307 acres of this mesa 
land to be supplied by water from 4 
most elaborate distributing system, 
which has cost over $365,000 to con- 
struct and which is practically com- 
pleted. This irrigation project is a 
masterpiece of engineering—a minia- 
ture counterpart of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct. The water supply is ob- 
tained in what is known as White- 
water Canyon, fifteen miles northeast 
of the mesa. Over thig distance & 
fine aqueduct has been constructed. 
From its intake on the Whitewater 
River the aqueduct plunges down a4 
steep canyon and is carried over a 
mountain range 6000 feet high by a 
huge syphon. It then croases a sec- 
ond similar range and traverses @ 
course along the side of precipitous 
cliffs where every inch of the way had 
to be blasted out of solid granite. 
Finally it dives down once more 
through another syphon into the Ban- 
ning water canyon, only to rise over 
700 feet again and terminate at the 
upper end of the mesa. 

This aqueduct will supply 1200 
miners’ inches of water. Along its 
route two electric power plants are to 
be erected. These —. probably be

Such a procedure, on 
your part, would be proper. A good 
deal depends on the variety of tron 
sulphate that occurs at the locality. 
Good mica is salable, and gold can 
be “extracted” from such mineraliza- 
tion.

The New York State factory inves- 
tigating commission has submitted to 
the Legislature a report on wages in 
the State. It has investigated wage 
conditions in four industries in 
Greater New York—confectionery 
making, paper box manufacturing, 
department stores and mercantile ‘es- 
tablishments and the manufacture of 
men’s shirts. The figures show! 
wages paid in the confectionery 
paper box industries have been sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. The re- 
port as to wages in the department 
stores and mercantile establishments 
and shirt factories is being tabulated.

ustries. The figures for the con- 
fectionery industry, for instances, 

Greater New York, show that $6 a 
week is most frequently quoted for 
girls. The majority of male workers 
receive between $8 and $14 weekly. 
More than one-half of the men re- 
ceive less than $10 a week and one- 
half of the women receive less than 
$6 a week. The less skilled women 
receive from $4.50 to $6.50 a week. 
More than two-thirds of the xiris un- 
der 18 are rated below $5.50 a week 
and more than one-half of the wom- 
en above this age fail to rise above 
$7. As a matter of fact the actual 
earni of. these workers is «ven 
much because of deductions for 
absence and fine# and because of un- 
employment during slack periuls. 

In the New York paper box indus- 
try the most of the women workers 
are rated under $6.50 a week. Almost 
2000 women, or nearly one-half of 
all over 18 years of in the trade, 
earn less than $4 fora week's work. 
More than 700 girls under 1%, or al- 
most 50 per cent., earned leas than 
$5 a week. 

Lieut.-Gov. Robert T. Wagner, whe, 
as chairman of the comm )rTe- 
sented the report, said: ‘The 
that we have obtained up te thé 
present show conclusively the sé@cés- 
sity for an improvement in wages, 
No woman can live on a wage of §6 
or $6 or even $7 a week, yet we find 
thousands of women receiving only 
these amounts. It is clear that someé- 
thing must be done to remedy this 
situation. Just what the remedy shall 
be the commission has not yet de- 
termined.” Employers and emploved 
alike in from such close and im- 
partial investigations as this com- 
mission has made in many industries 
during the past year or so. 


Midinettes Form a Union. 

The midinettes of Paris, anxious to 
protest against the increasing ex«ploi- 
tation of their deft fingers and their 
skill, have formed a union. Thoir fret 
act has been to declare war against 
the dressmaking firms, alleging that 
“they are paying midinettes 
cents an hour for work on dresses for 
which they get $1000 each.” 


Raising Standard of Living. . 

A suggestion regarding wages, made 
in the Civic Federation's report on 
working conditions in 
stores, is of special interest. 
that employers pay the car fares of 
employees living in the suburbs. That 
is & raise, or rather, an equalizing of 
wages as far as it goes. This is dune 
to some extent in England. 


The plan is essentially one for 
raising the standard of living among 
its beneficiaries. But it is more then 
this. It is a subsidy for efficiency, if 
You care to put it that way. What 
the employer spent for this purpose 
he and his customers would reveive 
again in the form of better service, 
even without any reduction in hours, 
In addition, the report points out that 
a.better class of employees coyld be 
obtained, since they could be found 
among persons already living in the 
outskirts of the city. But all other 
considerations yield to the meaning 
of such an arrangement for the lives 
6f those concerned. One manager in 
Philadelphia is reported as intending 
to try the plan.. 


Some Wages Abroad. 

Plumbers in Germany get $8 to $9 
a week and this trade is among the 
best paid trades in that country, where 
only three or four of the trades aver- 
age over 1200 marks ($300) 4& year, 
most of the averages running less than 
1000 marks ($250) yearly. In the 
United States a plumber gets as much 
or more for two day’s work as a Ger- 
man plumber gets for a week's work. 

In Massachusetts the average wage 
in manufacturing industries is $532.76 
a year, whereas in Germany most of 
the yearly wages are lees than $250. 

In Spain the dally wage of the agri- 
cultural laborer is a peseta a 
quarter to a peseta and a half (24 
to 30 cents.) 

Wages in the fur hat mille of 
France are 25 cents a day of ten hours 
for women and 60 cents for men. 

In Paria the “midinettes” (seam. 
stresses) are lucky if they earn 80 
cents per day of ten hours. Their 
average earning is 50 to 60 cents. Is 
it any wonder that Paris is full of 
“irregular alliances?” 

In Japan the average dally wage is 
from 15 to 30 cents, American. 

In Mexico, laborers are held in 
practical peonage and seldom receive 
30 cents In cash for a full day’s work. 
Tt is a fact, an undeniable fact, that 
the Mexican laborer (in Mexico) suf- 
fers from malnutrition, and yet 75 
per cent. of the working males can- 
not maintain even the low Mexican 
standard of living, says an article in 
the January Forum. .

Homemade Neskwear 


ITH a bit of net and a scrap of 
W old lace you can often do won- 
ders when it comes to making 
neckwear at home. Cut the collar any 
shape you wish from the net (these net 
collars should mever be abnormally 
large). Now take an old piece of lace, 
or one that you have bought at a rem- 
nant sale, perhaps, and cut from it au- 
merous designs that will make little 
medallions It is surprising what pretty 
medallions «. be cut from old Ieee, 
Great care must be used in cutting them 
from the body of the lace so that the 
designs will not look ragged. 

The collar which you cut from the net, 
and which forms the foundatioh for the 
medallions, must be sufficiently large 
to allow you to place the designs upon 
the net and then cut the net from be 
tween the medallions without making 
the collar smaller than is desired. That 
is, you must really applique a border 
of the medalliong to the net collar it- 
self. This means that only the upper 
part of the medallions will be really 
whipped to the net, as that part of 
the net under and between the medal- 
lions is to be cut away. 

A lace edge can be used in the same 
way if the corners are skillfully mitered. 
The smaller the medallions the more 
easily are they adjusted about the cor- 


ners of the collar. It isn't a poor idea 
to first baste ions to the 
collar vefore whipping them fast. so 
that if they do not “

Be sure 
that the color of the silk Is not so light 
ase to be vivid and thus outshine the 
really novel feature of the tray, the 
feathers. After the silk is stretched 
over the pasteboard and turned over at 
the edges, it must be kept from slip- 
ping out of place by a few well-placed 
stitohes in old-gold silk. Ordinary white 
thread will do if you are sure the 
stitches will not come through. 

Now take peacock feathers (the 
number will depend upon the size of 
your tray) end arrange them care- 
leesly but artistically upon this back- 
ground of old-gold silk. If the tray 
is neither very large nor yet small, 
from two to four feathers should be 


‘enough. They must not look crowded, 


and the full beauty of each feather 


must be displayed from head to near 
end at least. although the cut ends 
may be placed so that they are hid- 
den by the frame of the tray. This 
last precaution is, however, not abso- 
lutely necessary, 

It fe net so artistic to make a sym- 
metrical design with the feathers, Yet 
there is one symmetrical design that 
weet be called an exception. This 
9 n le made by making a border of 


the feathere about the frame of the 
‘ray. It ig necessary to cut the feath- 
ere rather short for this purpose. 
They uld all curve in one direc- 
tion. ia will mean that but an inch 
or two of the feather will remain be- 
sides the s. or two 
feathers may be placed in the center 
of the tray if desired. Remember that 
much depends upon the placing of the 
feathers as to whether the result will 
be artistic or not. The feathers may 
be either pasted in position with th» 
tiniest dab of photographer's paste on 
the quill of the feather, or they may 
be fastened with a stitch or two of 
the gold silk. Embroidered trays, you 
must admit. are not quite so unusual 
as this feather tray will be, and cer- 
tainly not more attractive. When the 
placing of the feathers is accom- 
plished the silk-covered cardboard 
containing them is framed in the tray 
just as you would frame a picture.

is put up to him. We hope he will, 


for two reasons: first; the law is not 
a good one, and second, it will mark a 
little independence of action in the 
relations between President and Con- 


gress. 

The second case of rebellion con- 
cerns the Panama tolls. Congress 
seems determined, as the matter 
stands today, to maintain the law as 
it is, permitting vessels under the 
American flag engaged in coastwise 
trade.to pass the Panama Canal free. 
It appears that the President has 
come to the conclusion that this law 
is a violation of the treaty existing be- 
tween this country and Great Brit- 
ain, and therefore desires to have the 
law amended. 


We do not propose to discuss the 
merits of this case here, but simply 
cite it as an example of proper inde. 
pendence on the part of Congress not 
to permit the President to ride rough- 
shod over the legislative branch of 
the government.

OMORROW: will be the first of March, 
and California suns brilliant as dia- 
monds have been shining during the 

past week, rising on the mountain-top about 
6:30 a.m. and on the plains a few minutes 
after, not to set until after 5:30 p.m., giving 
eleven full hours of warmth and light for 
vegetable and animal life. This coming 
after the third and greatest rainfall ever re- 
corded in thirty-seven years covering the 
whole western coast of America gives prom- 
ise of most abundant harvests of every kind 
for a year to come. The rainstorm for the 
great downpour of the third week in Febru- 
ary, with the seasonal fall to date, is ex- 
pressed in the following table:

At Eureka, in the northern part of the 
State, the rainfall of the season is 24.62 
inches, at Red Bluff 29.61, San Francisco 
26.80, San Luis Obispo 26.60. There have 
been years when in a month more rain fell 
than in the one just pasged this season. The 
greatest two consecutive months of rain ever 
recorded were in 1884, when February gave 
13.37, followed by 12.36 in March. April of 
chat year gave 3.58 inches, and the total for 
that season was 38.18 and for the year 40.29. 
The next great year of rain was the season 
of 1988-89, with a downfall in October of 
6.96, in November 1.35, and December 15.30, 
followed in 1889 with 7.82 in January. The 
seasonal rainfall usually begins in Septem- 
ber and ends in May, with occasional show- 
ers all the year round. The mean average 
for July is only about .01 inch, and for 
August .03. May has an average of .46 inch 
and June of .07. The average for March is 
3.08 inches. It is reasonable to expect that 
the rainfall of the season is practically over, 
although March may give us a surprise in 
another big downpour. This big rain has 
done some damage, estimated at about 
$3,000,000 for all of Southern California, two- 
thirds ef this falling on the transportation 
companies. It has also destroyed some grow- 
ing crops, but with reseeding these crops 
will be many times more abundant, and will 
pay for all the trouble. If there is an un- 
employed common laborer able-bodied in 
the Great Southwest today, he is a man 
looking for work and praying to all malign 
influences with earnestness that he may not 
find it. 


A Look Ahead. 

HE other day in San Francisco the 

earnest men who are managing the Pan- 
ama-Pacific !nternational Exposition cele- 
brated the commg event in a pre-nuptial 
birthday. On February 20 of next year the 
gates by the Golden Gate will open to admit 
visitors from all the known world. The 
managers of this great event are showing 
the energy and enterprise of real western 
people. Already the grounds are in order, 
and many of the principal buildings are 
very well along. Eye-witnesses describe 
the effect as encouraging and impressive. 
Festival Hall, a structure of classical type, 
which is to cost $270,000, has just been 
started. Construction is said to be well ad- 
vanced on the great auditorium at the civic 
center of San Francisco, a building to cost 
$1,000,000 on land valved at $700,000 given 
by the city. Every assurance is given that 
the opening will be on schedule time, and 
that the grounds, buildings, and every fea- 
ture will be worthy of this latest year in 
the history of civilization and the country 
by the Western Sea, of America and of the 
wide world.

Dume some thirty miles north of the tract 
and running inland a distance of sixty miles, 
then swinging back near the ocean again 
nearly a hundred miles south near San 
Diego. Mt.-San Antonio, Mt. San Bernar- 
dino, Mt. San Gorgonio and Mt. San Jacinto, 
the highest peaks in this range, being from 
10,000 to 12,000 feet high, are capped with 
eternal snow except for a few weeks in mid- 
summer. Between the sea and these moun- 
tains lies a vast plain richer in agricultural 
products than anything Italy~can boast, and 
embracing the city of Los Angeles and 
studded all over with smaller cities, towns 
and villages nestling amid orange groves 
and other orchards of trees in a bewilder- 
ing maze of verdure, gold, pink and white, 
as the seasons vary and the different fruits 
bloom or bear fruit. The first feature to be 
developed will be a magnificent boulevard 
running along this bluff by the sea and ded- 
icated to the uses of the public. 


Great Projects in Sight. 

HE year 1913 made a new record in Los 

Angeles in building incident to the vast 
increase in population. But for a little flat- 
ness at the end of the year the money put 
into new buildings would have reached 
$40,000,000. This of course was accompanied 
by similar growth in building in all the 
towns of the Great Southwest, and indeed 
all along by the Western Sea. This hesita- 
tion lasts in fact to the present moment. 
But in projects for the rest of the year there 
is promise of 1914 sufpassing its prede- 
cessor, and this statement will hold true 
not only of Los Angeles but of all the svr- 
rounding cities and towns, and will embrace 
the whole Great Southwest and all the coun- 
try by the Western Sea. Los Angeles looks 
forward to the beginning and probable com- 
pletion of a structure which will surpass in 
magnificence anything the city now boasts. 
This is to go on the corner of Seventh and 
Main streets, with a frontage of 155 feet on 
the former and 175 feet on the latter, and in 
addition to stores on the ground floor will 
furnish 500 offices. The building will cost 
$1,000,000. Adjoining this building on the 
west will rise during the current year an- 
other thirteen-story building,.on a rather 
small lot of twenty-five feet in width. A 
couple of blocks farther west on Seventh, 
corner of Broadway, will rise a twelve-story 
building, making a good record for Seventh 
street. A block farther north and one east, 
on Sixth and Los Angeles streets, will rise 
a twelve-story building on a lot of large di- 
mensions. Late in the year will begin the 
construction of a building dn the northwest 
corner of Fifth and Spring streets, while 
already excavations have been made on 
Broadway below Ninth for a ten-story struc- 
ture. The north end is coming in for at- 
tention, with a twelve-story building pro- 
jected for Spring street above Second. 
Going back to the great center of activity 
near Seventh street, plans are in hand for 
a twelve-story building near the magnificent 
one owned by the Union Oil Company. An- 
other fine project for the north end is a 
great twelve-story hotel at Spring and 
Franklin on the site of the old Phillips 
block. These are a féw of the larger proj- 


| takings. This activity in building in Los 


Angeles is naturally. quite well matched in 
San Francisco, where the work of the ex- 
position is now going on at fever heat. This 
Los Angeles is also planning for in a new 
depot to be erected by the Southern Pacific 
Company at once at a cost of approximately 
$1,000,000 to take care of the traffic of the 
exposition year. And every smaller city

west will vie in proportion to its strength

the way. The railroads have immense pro- 
jects in view, to be pushed with every bit 
of vigor possible to prepare the lines to 
handle the crowds of the exposition year. 
It is going to tax the brains and muscles of 
all of us to accomplish the projects .in view 
for the year 1914, and those out of employ- 
ment during the year will be lacking in 
something, mental or physical or senti 
mental, if they remain idle long. 


Geologic Explorations in Alaska. 

HE conclusions reached as a result of 

six years’ exploration in the Yukon- 
Tanana region, Alaska, by L. M. Prindle, 
have been published by the United States 
Geological Survey in Bulletin 525. At first 
glance the reader might be led to believe 
that the results are not commensurate with 
the time spent in the survey, but it should 
be understood that the area explored is 
nearly 3000 square miles and that the num- 
ber of days spent on the work was less than 
250. . Considerable time was spent in investi- 
gating the region adjacent to Fairbanks, as 
the extensive mining operations in that 
vicinity yield much information concerning 
the distribution of the alluvial gold. 

It has been found that the placer-gold re 
serves of 
only those deposits that can be mined by 
methods now in use are considered, are 
still very large. There are, however, still 
larger deposits of auriferous gravels Whose 
content of gold is so small that they can be 
profitably handled only by improved meth- 
ods of mining. These facts and the exist- 
ence within the district of extensive alluvial 
deposits, which have not been thoroughly 
prospected, make the outlook for placer min- 
ing in the region exceedingly hopeful. It is 
therefore by no means certain that the 
placer-mining industry will continue to de 
cline as it has declined in the last two 
years. A large expansion of the industry 
in this field can be brought about only by 
lessening the operating costs through im- 
proved means of communication. — 

As compared with alluvial mining, the 
lode-mining operations have been insignifi- 
cant and have yielded no great body of facts 
upon which to base conclusions as to the 
persistence of the lodes. The facts pre 
sented in the report, however, show that the 
geologic conditions on the whole appear to 
be favorable to the occurrence of lode’ de- 
posits and that these are not limited to the 
localities near Fairbanks which have been 
prospected.

long curving horns, were sometimes placed 
on the top of the low adobe walls to keep 
cattle out of the gardens, although broken 
glass became popular for the purpose. 
Neither is it true, as this same historian 
avers, that “in ‘49 California was without 
fruit,” or that fruit was not properly culti 
vated until the coming of the Americano. 
The fruit was not “small and hard,” and 
lacking in taste. And the high price of 
fruit in the early '50’s was not the mark- 
ing of the coming of apple, peach, pear, 
plum and prune trees. These trees were 
already in the orchards of many ranchos. 
They were not left to reproduce themselves 
in haphazard fashion, the seed falling where 
it would, to come to fruition as it could. 
There was not a hacienda in the San Ga- 
briel Valley that did not produce, besides 
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orange, sweet lemon, grape—of the Mission 


variety— olive, fig and walnut. A stroll on 


the Palos Verdes ranch, in company with 
an expert arboriculturist will prove the pres- 
ence of fine old fruit and walnut trees; at 
least seventy-five years old; while a few 
moments’ talk with any of the “old-timers” 
will go far toward proving the quality of 
the fruit raised. The first orange trees 
were planted at Los Angeles and the Mis- 
sion San Gabriel in 1815. 

Necessarity fruit raising in the early 
days was confined to what would-be ade- 
quate for the provisioning of the ran- 
chero’s family. This was true also of the 
raising of vegetables and of grain. For a 
brief period grain was supplied to the Rus- 
sian settlements in Alaska, but this did not 
continue. On .account of the dry eight 
months of the year, the productiveness of 
the country was somewhat underrated. 
The mesas away from the water courses 
were not believed to be fitted for much ex- 
cepting cattle raising. As there were great 
areas from among which to select soil for 
cultivation, the early ranchero chose the 
most arable and the richest. The earliest 
results of truck gardening were surprising 
to him. The vegetables grew to great size, 
and there are many interesting stories of 
fortunes made by the agriculturist between 
1848 and 1850—of huge watermelons that 
sold for a dollar each, and corn “so tall that 
it had to be felled to get the ears.” And 
after this period wheat became the staple 
product. It made fortunes after the Civil 
War, when wheat was scarce in other parts 
of the country. Wheat and maize or corn 
had been extensively raised at the southern 
missions. These products, with meat, 
made the thick soup that fattened the neo- 
phyte. 

But stock raising was the logical voca- 
tion of the early Southern Californian. The 
vast mountain ranges, tablelands, green 
canyons and stretches of prairie afforded 
lush forage, and the Spanish Governors 
were liberal in their land grants. And so 
the Spanish Don secured his grant, stocked 
his ranch, built his hacienda; and lived— 
really lived with a repose and complete 
neas thatethe nervous, energetic American 
cannot emulate. The Indian servants were 
most satisfactory. “Whenever | hear it said 
that there is no good Indian but a dead In- 


dian,” said a senora who was brought up 
on one of thee¢amous ranches, “I burn with 
indignation. Our Indians were faithful, in- 
dustrious, kindly and honest. My father 
had an Indian boy to whom he would en- 
trust as much as $7000 to be taken to the 
city bank and deposited. Any sort of valu- 
ables could be left about; the Indians 
would not steal, only liquor. And it was 
through the plying of this weakness, alas! 
that the downfall and extermination of 
these good people was brought about.” 

The ranchero began to accumulate wealth 
—he could not help it. The cattle fattened, 
and were readily turned into money upon 
short notice. “Under Mexican rule,” a 
historian states, “a steer was worth only 
what hide and tallow would bring—two 
or three dollars.” But there was never a 
time when he was not worth at least $20; 
and a fat bullock sold for $30 and $35. even 
in the early days. The ranchero possess- 
ing anything over a thousand marketable 
cattle was in possession of a fortune. And 
presently, especially in the gold rush, im- 
mense profits began to pour in. It re 
mained for a Yankee to say that if the Don 
had been more thrifty and economical he 
would today have been possessed of vast 
fortunes. Was it lack of thrift in the Don, 
or overthrift in the newcomer that so deftly 
changed the base of so many fortunes? 

The earliest grants of land for ranching 
purposes were made in the year 1784 by 
Gov. Pedro Fages. These grants covered 
from ten to twenty square leagues. Ma- 
nue! Nieto made the first application for the 
tract embracing “all that land between 
Santa Ana and San Gabriel rivers, and from 
the sea to and including some of the hill 
land on its northeastern frontier.” On Oc- 
tober 20 of the same year the San Rafael 
Tract, on the left bank of the Los Angeles 
River, extending to the Arroyo Seco,’ was 
granted to Jose Maria Verdugo, the .grant 
being confirmed later by Gov. Borica, Janu- 
ary 12, 1798. The Yorba and Dominguez 
grants were also of those days, the one 
granted to Don Juan Jose Dominguez lying 
along the ocean at San Pedro, and extend- 
ing half way up to Los Angeles.

It was the belching 

of Dona Inocencia’s cannon, which this 

lady had helped to conceal.from Gillespie's 

watchful eye in her Los Angeles garden. 

Under the command of Carillo, the Califor- 

nian army fell back a half-mile, and pounded 

once again with the deadly piece. Four 

times this maneuver was repeated, with the 

result of six dead and six wounded among 
the Americans. And when, on the slough 

boundary of the ranch, with American bul- 

lets whistling about them, the Californians 

lashed tlieir horses, pulled their gun from 

the mire, and reloaded, their opponents re- 

treated to the ranch, and piled the dead 

upon one of the ranch carts, “made an old 

Californian, who was in charge of the house, 

mount his horse and hitch his reata to the 

tongue, to steer the craft, while the sailors 

hauled by hide ropes down to San Pedro, 

where they reembarked.” The Califor- 

nians retreated to Los Angeles without the 
loss of a man. The San Pedro or Domin- : 
guez ranch covered originally 43,119.13 a 
acres. It is now the property of Don Ma- — 

nuel Dominguez. 

The San Pasqual ranch was another well- Y 
known scene of the Spanish struggle for 
the retention of the land which Spaniards 
had discovered. And here again the Ameri- 
can forces, under Gen. Kearny, met defeat bo 
at the hands of the Californian forces un- 
der Gen. Andres Pico. A record of eighteen 
men killed, three mortally wounded, sixteen Be 
seriously wounded, and one man missing cy 
was the Californian toothmark of the epi- 
sode which compelled respect, as did the 
diplomatic maneuvering of Cahuenga, just 
before the famous treaty was made! San 
Pasqual, now part of Pasadena, was one of 
the San Gabriel Valley group of ranches, 
their thousands of acres including ais» the 
Santa Anita—originally granted to Henry 
Dalton, but now embraced in the estate of 
the late “Lucky” Baldwin—Azusa, Azusa 
de Duarte, San Jose, La Puente. Many of: 
these ranches have enriched their owners 
through oil discoveries, notably La Puente, 
grants to which were given William Work- 
man and John Rowland in the ‘30's. 

But to go back to the older ranchos, in 
August, 1802, there is mention of the two 
Verdugos and Felix, as well as Nieto and 
Dominguez, within what is now Los Ange- 
les county, Luis Pena and Diego Pico he'd 
the Simi ranch; Miguel Ortega held Las 
Virgenes. The Conejo ranch was grante’l 
in 1802 or 1803 to Jose Polanco and Ignacio 
Rodriguez. 

In the Santa Monica Bay region Don Jose 
Bartolomeo Tapia received the Topanza 
Malibu grant. The deed was not placed on 
record according to modern requirements 
until 1845. At the same time the Malibu 
grant was recorded certain other “pesages,” 
known as Topanga, Sottome, Simi and Se- 
quit, were granted to Don Jose in this deed, 
which further stated that on April 18, 1824, 
the tract became the property of Senor Ta- 
pia’s heirs, Tomaso, Fernando, Juan Anto- 
nio and Tiburcio Tapia. There are, per- 
haps, no. more wonderful and beautiful 
haunts in Southern California than are hid- 
den away within the embrasure of this 
early grant. The feet of its almost impas- 
sable motiitain ranges sweep down into the 
sea. Ith canyons inclose a wilderness of 
variegated charm. Bounded on the north 
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EARLY beloved, followers of the 

Prince of Peace! The Eagle would

be 150. e rate of increase is as follows: 
One in 1905, nine in 1906, twenty-four in 
1907, thirty-two in 1908, fifty-two in 1909, 
seventy-four in 1910, ninety-seven in 1911, 
125 in 1912 and 150 in 1913. 

Now the Eagle is not of the temperament 
of that class of humanity whose motto is 
“Peace at any price.” The Eagle knows 
that such a peace is impossible. Nations 
have tried to live without preparedness for 
war, only to be oppressed and robbed by 
those who were prepared for the conflict. 


How could the Eagle help knowing this, 
for his tribe is always prepared for war, al- 
though different from the fiend represented 
by the poet as standing in the crater of a 
Vesuvius down in Hades and shouting:

But the Eagle belongs to what you call 
the dumb or brute creation and has to ac- 
knowledge the overlordship of the human 
race.

known: “Fight when you have to, and 
keep the peace when it is possible.” . 
Are you not ashamed that it is necessary 
for you to spend so much time and labor 
which might be better employed in creating 


tions to repel the unjust aggressions of 
other men? Think how long you have been 
upon the earth, and of your boasts about 
modern civilization. Is it not time you 
learned to live at peace one with another, 
and did not have to waste your energies in 
getting ready for possible wars, in fight- 
ing in actual wars, and in repairing the 
damages of past wars? Remember the list 
of battleships given above constitutes but 
a small part of the cost of war at the pres- 
ent day. When you add the money spent 
in maintaining the fleet now in the water, 
and ‘to that the money spent in military op- 
erations on land, and to that the cost of 
pensions for past wars, what an enormous 
aggregation of money representing time and 
labor is wasted. 

Just imagine the Eagle tribe wasting its 
time and energy in enlarging its capacity 
to make war upon its own members, or 
upon other members of creation. The 
Eagle has carried its military equipment to 
the very last word in such things. Secure 
in its ability to take care of itself, the 
Eagle goes on pursuing its natural indus- 
tries providing for “life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness” all the days allotted to 
the tribe on earth. The Eagle tribe mates, 
builds, nests, increases and multiplies its 
‘species, and enjoys every moment of life. 
What a mistake it would be to put in time 
and energy in growing talons which would 
be two or three times longer than those 
now possessed by the Eagle tribe, to be 
only in the way and to be matched by the 
other Eagles. What a mistake it would be 
for the Eagle tribe to attempt to grow 
beaks as long as a scythe and to waste 
precious hours and fatigue their physical 
nature in sharpening this weapon upon 
some great sandstone rock. That is about 
on a par with what the building of dread- 
noughts indicates as one of the chief enter- 
prises of humanity. 

The Eagle does not wish to discourage 
you in your pursuits of peace, but on the 
contrary to encourage you. He can look 
back through ages when conditions of 
peace were as chaotic (and more so, be 


tween individuals of the human race,) 38 
they are today in national aggregations of 
human beings. In those far-off times when 
laws Were not and governments unthought 
of, every individual of the human race went 
armed day and night to protect himself, not 
from the other members of creation, but 
from those of his own race, and his weapons 
were not natural as the Eagle’s are, but ar- 
tificial. It is a great triumph of humanity 
to have outlived these conditions and to 
have risen above them. Now when two 
men get into a dispute they do not settle it 
with fists, bludgeons or bows and arrows, 
but appeal to the courts, where, under con- 
ventional laws, justice is meted out be 
tween man and man. 

Why can’t you apply this philosophy to 
international disputes?

Of course the Eagle knows that the hu- 
man race is trying to bring these peaceful 
organized conditions out of the unpeaceful 
chaos of the present time. It is evident 
that this aspiration is moving in human 
breasts as never before, and is accomplish- 
ing more in a year of the present time than 
‘in a century in the past. Oh, no, the Eagle 
does not despise human civilization. It 
compares savagery with civilization and 
sees the superiority of the one over the 
other. When the Civil War existed in the 
United States fifty years age, when the 
war between Germany and France took 
place forty years ago, and in the present 
century when war existed in South Africa 
and in Manchuria between Rtissia and 
Japan, these being what are called civilized 
wars lacked most of the atrocities that 
marked the recent outbreaks in the Bal- 
kans and that mark the present strife in 
Mexico, two regions where modern civili- 
zation is lacking in a marked degree.

The little place where we rested that day 
was not at all bad, now that I had adjusted 
myself to conditions. ‘ 

I hardly remember the looks of the place, 
nor whether we got a decent meal or not. 
Two impressions alone have remained of 
that spot. A hammock which must have 
been swung from the boughs of a tree (for 
I remember it was out in the open,) and a 
dish of roasted bananas served with « 
glass of fresh milk. 

Quite refreshed after our long rest, we 
resumed our journey. Without further in- 
cident we arrived shortly after dark, in 
time for supper at Tepic, capita! of the ter- 
ritory of the same name. Here I began to 
see and get acquainted with the customs of 
the people with whom I was destined to 
spend the greater part of my )ife. 


To Deepen Suez Canal. 

{[St. Louis Globe Democrat:] When the 
Suez Canal was originally made for a great 
part of its 100 weary miles nothing but a 
mere furrow cut through sandy desert, it 
had a depth of eight meters, or twenty-six 
Engligh feet. At various periods it has 
been deepened, until it reached its present 
depth of thirty-two feet. Operations are 
now in progress with a view of making it 
uniformly thirty-nine feet deep, a process 
which, with other great works of improve- 
mefit also going on, will involve a very 
large expenditure. In one respect the Suez 
Canal has a fortuitous advantage over other 
great artificial waterways, suclti as, fo: .2- 
stance, the Panama Canal! and the Manches- 
ter Ship Canal—it is not affected by tides 
to any appreciable degree, and has there. 
fore no need of locks. There is not a single 
lock between the almost tideless Meaiter- 
ranean and the Red Sea, and the waterwa) 
remains constantly at an almost uniform 
depth. The thirty-nine feet will represent 
the minimum depth at low tide at Suez.

our way down the coast, and at each barge 
loads of rice, sugar or cotton were brought 
out to the steamer. At one place we loaded 


fifty hogs and at a third they transferred 
some tons of rice to the hold of the 
ateamer. 

This desert region contains the bulk of 
the white population of Peru. The coun- 
try has altogether very close to 5,000,000 in- 
habitants. The- average density is about 
seven to the square mile. The great bulk 
of the people are Indians, of whom more 
than 2,000,000 live on the high piateaus of 
the Andes. The Amazonian region is popu- 
lated almost entirely by Indians. About 
one-fourth of the inhabfants are cholos, or 
half-breeds, a cross between the Indians 
and the whites, and there are altogether 
perhaps less than a million who are of pure 
Caucasian descent. 


A great part of the coast population lives 
in the cities and towns. Lima and Callao 
have together perhaps 200,000. Arequipa, 
the chief city of the south, has about 560,- 
000 and there are several cities of 15,000 
and upward in the small river valieys. On 
my way here | stopped at Paita. Its popu- 
lation is put down at 6000, but it seemed to 
me that one-half that number would be a 
generous estimate. The next port was 
Eten, said to contain 13,000, and still fur- 
ther south was Pacasmayo and Salaverry, 
each containing 3000 or more. Salaverry 
is the port for Trujillo, the old town 
founded by Pizarro in honor of his native 
town. It contains about 20,000. I was not 
able to visit it, owing to our short stay, al- 
though it lies only ten miles inland. It is 
said to be a beautiful pjace and to be sur- 
rounded by a very rich country. 


Pacasmayo looks like a little city of Ara- 
bia. It is made up of low, white buildings, 
with flat roofs. It lies right on the shore 
with desert mountains behind it; and it has 
a steel pier which was built by the Ameri- 
can civil engineer and speculator, Henry 
Meiggs, when he was constructing railroads 
up and down the west coast. The town is 
paved with cobblestones, and it seems to 
be prosperous. It has a little railroad 
which runs back into a _ valley, through 
which it is said it might connect with an 
easy pass over the Andes. 

Saiaverry is not unlike Pacasmayo. The 
}houses are all of one story, built of stucco 
and painted all the colors of the rainbow. 
The roofs are flat. There are but few win- 
dows facing the street, and those which so 
face are covered with iron grating or bars. 


Callao, the chief port of Peru, is the only 
live, up-to-date town along the coast. It has 
a population of about 40,000, and it is so 
close to Lima, with its 150,000 or 160,000, 
that the two may be practically considered 
as one. There is an electric street car line 
connecting the two cities, and one can go 
from one to the other in fifteen minutes, at 
a cost of 10 cents. 

The harbor of Callao consists of a great 
bay so guarded by rocky islands that a ba- 
sin the shape of a half-moon is inclosed. It 
is now planned to join the islands with the 
mainiand so as to add more land to the 
port. A part of the harbor is further pro- 
tected by a stone mole, and there is a 
large dock at which steamers and sailing 
vessels can lie at anchor discharging their 
cargoes. 

The port of Callao is one of the busiest of 
the Western Pacific. Over 1600 vessels 
cleared there last year and the traffic will 
greatly increase from now on. The Peru- 
vian government has plans for the improve- 
ment of the harbor and it will add to the 
docks, which are now 500 feet long. When 
the islands have been joined together there 
will be a solid mole or pier running out to 
them and vessels of any size can tie up at 
the wharves. After the canal is completed 
the character of the vessels will change. 
They will be. larger and better and many 
will fly the American flag. At present the 
most of the craft at Callao are composed of 
sailing ships and tramp steamers. I 
counted forty sailing vessels loaded with 
lumber, grain, rice and other heavy cargo. 
The lumber had come down from the Puget 
Sound region. There were also many pas- 
senger steamers, some Peruvian, some 
Chilean and some British. I saw German 
ships bound for San Francisco and a Brit- 
ish liner of 12,000 tons was just steaming 
out for Europe via the Strait of Magellan. 
Among the curious craft were three little 
war vessels of the Peruvian navy and two 
submarines, as well as a Japanese steamer. 
In the latter, it seemed to me, I was look- 
ing at the forerunner of the Asiatic mer- 
chant marine of the Western Pacific of the 
near future.

We anchored out in the harbor, and |! 
bargained with a cholo or half-breed Indian 
to take my eight pieces of baggage to Lima. 
The price agreed upon was $9 Peruvian or 
$4.50 in gold. For this he carried the 
trunks in his boat to the shore and waited 
until I passed them through the customs. 
After that they were loaded upon a mule 
cart and transferred to the tramway by 
which they were carried to the capital, and 


thence by cart to the hotel. It seemed 
cheap enough. 
I rode to .Lima by troliey. We first 


passed through one of the wide streets of 
Oallao. It was lined on both sides with 
trees back of which stood low, flat-roofed, 
one-storied buildings, built in blocks and 
painted in various colors. After leaving the 
city we entered a country of sugar cane, 
grain fields and gardens, surrounded by 
mud walls as high as your waist. The 
fields were irrigated by the Rimac River 
with water from the top of the Andes, and 
their green was refreshing in contrast 
with the desert mountains which looked 
down from above. Much of the way we 
passed between rows of willow trees 
stumps from which branches are cut off 
from year to year to make the wicker of 
which baskets are woven. We saw fruit 
trees and vineyards, and all too soon came 
to the end of the line at one of the smaller 
plazas of Lima. Here we hired a carriage 
at a cost of 50 cents gold to take us to the 
Hotel Maury, in which | am writing this 
letter. 1 am in the very heart of the capi- 
tal, right under the shadow of the great 
cathedral built by Pizarro and within a 
stone’s throw of the government palace, 
where President Billingshurst had his 
offices.

Goethals, a Soldier Born. 

[New York . Herald: ] The soldier and 
administrative military man have been bred 
in George Washington Goethals for three 
generations. He is claimed now by many 
cities and States, but he is a “Brooklyn 
boy,” although his ancestry is Swiss, and 
of the military Swiss at that. His grand- 
father was a surgeon in the French army 
and was with Napoleon at Austerlitz. His 
own father, John Goethals, was born in 
Switzerland «and moved to Amsterdam in 
his early boyhood. In 1848 he came to this 
country, making his home in Brooklyn, 
where, in 1858, Col. Goethals was born. 

The origin of the family name is inter- 
esting. In good Dutch it is the equivalent 
of the English ‘“‘stiff-necked,” and was con- 
ferred on the first of the present line, who 
was one of the crusaders, by an early King

The effectiveness 
of this was shown in 1880, when he was 
graduated so high in his class that he was 
commissioned a second lieutenant in the 
engineer corps, open only to students with 
highest markings. 

In 1891 he was promoted to the grade of 
captain. He was the chief engineer of the 
First Army Corps in the Spanish War of 
1898, and became a major in 1900. In 1907 
he became a lieutenant-colonel, and in the 
Same year was appointed chairman and 
chief engineer of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission. He received his commission as 
colonel in 1909. |

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COLUMBUS II. 


INCE that most memorable year of hu- 

man histofy, 1914, when Herr Dr. 

Schwartzkuenstler of Vienna gave to 
the world his discovery of the Pole of Per- 
petual Life, the overpopulation of the earth 
became a serious problem, for while the 
death rate was reduced to almost nothing, 
the number of births increased in appalling 
geometrical progression. 

At first Africa, Australia and South 
America relieved the more congested part 
of the globe, but such relief could be only 
temporary. Presidents, statesmen and 
philosophers saw but one final remedy, and 
in 1990 this was brought before the Upper 
House of the World Legislature in, the form 
of a bill entitled “An Act to Provide for the 
Prohibition of Marriage, etc. etc. . . 
in the Federated Republics of Earth and 


the Kingdoms of Bulgaria and Patagonia, 


etc., etc.” 

The author of this remarkable document 
escaped violent death at the hands of a 
mob by timely flight. It is curious to note 
that this “mob” was composed of the best 
citizens of. the capital. About one-third— 
some say fully half—were women.

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I was only 17, 
and it was only by hard pleading on my part 
and vouchers for my safety on the part of 
our leader and the whole company, that my 
father and mother consented to my going. 

“We left St..Louis on the Sth of July, 
1820, well mounted, well armed, and with 
twenty pack horses and mules carrying our 
outfit, mostly ammunition and traps, bed- 
ding and clothing. Of civilized grub there 
was—except salt—only enough to last us to 
After that, meat, with 
a little salt, was to be our only food. 

“We were something like two months on 
the trail from St. Louis to the mouth of the 
Cheyenne River, where we found Brasseau 
with his Sioux woman awaiting us. Our 
the plains had not 
We had twice been at- 
tacked by the Sioux, the result being some 
loss to them, but no harm to us, and I al- 
ready considered myself a real plainsman. 
I had fought Indians, and had killed buffalo, 
antelope, deer and one big buck elk, I 
had now only to learn to trap beaver, and 
my education, I thought, would be complete. 

“Brasseau and his woman had passed a 
part of the summier in the Sioux camp some 
distance down the Missouri from the mouth 
and learned the tribe's 
coming winter. Different 
clans of it were, at present, scattered out 
on the plains, several of them in the terri- 
They all, how- 
ever, were to winter in the Missouri River 
bottoms near the mouth of L’Eau Qui Court, 
later named the Niobrara, and were to 
gather there at the approach of cold wea- 
ther. It was decided, therefore, that we 
remain where we wére until the way was 
clear for us to go on. We wanted no fight 
with the Sioux, nor the even more fierce 
Cheyennes. 

“There were many bank beaver along 
the two fivers in the vicinity of our camp, 
and I went daily with Gaspard to him 
with his traps and learn all the arts and 
wiles of the beaver trapper. I have never 
forgotten the morning that | found two 
beavers drowned and stiff in the traps that 
I had for the first time been allowed to set. 
I thought then that | had nothing more to 
learn about beaver trapping, but my teacher 
only laughed at me. ‘Certainement. You 
can now catch some of the unwise beaver 
of the banks,’ he said, ‘but you have yet to 
learn how to set the traps for those in the 
frozen ponds. That is a more difficult un- 
dertaking. But you shall learn, my._ boy; 
you shall learn.’ 

“We remained at the mouth of the Chey- 
enne until early in November, and then 
set out for the virgin country. Cold wea- 
ther, with some snow, had already set in, 
rush ice was running in the rivers, and 
Brasseau and his wife were confident that 
the country would be entirely free from 
hunting and war parties. 

“Our route was up the left bank of the 
Cheyenne to its fork, and then up the right 
fork to the hills. We traveled for seven 
days through a country swarming with 
game of all kinds, buffalo especially, and 
on the evening of the eighth day made 
camp in the hills beside the little stream, 


tonwoods and pines. From the very foot 
of the hills to this camp we passed band 
after band of elk, hundreds and hundreds of 
them, and so tame that they would do no 
more than get out of our way and stare at 
us. We sighted, too, a small band of big- 
horn on the crest of a bare, rocky knob of 
the hills, and later killed a number of the 
animals. Excepting only the Judith Basin, 
I have never seen a country where game 
was so plentiful as it was in the Black 


Hills in those early days. 

“Our first day there in the hills was given 
over to discovery, the men scattering out 
in every direction. In the evening, upon 
their return to camp, they all had the same 
story to tell: beaver ponds without num- 
ber in every creek and creeklet, and many 
inhabited lodges in every pond. 

“Early the next morning we moved 
straight back down the stream a distance 
of a mile or more, selected a site for our 
winter home on a wide, treeless flat where, 
for 500 or 600 yards around, there was no 
shelter for the enemy, and went to work. 
While some of the men cut the logs, others 
dragged them out of the hills with the pack 
mules and hastily-made harness, and still 
others notched and laid them up in place. 


We were not long building a three-room 
cabin with two outhanging bastions from 
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which the four walls could be swept. On 
the south side of the building we put up a 
strong corral for the stock. We close- 
herded the animals by day, each of us, even 
our leader, by turn, and at dusk drove them 
into the corral. Feed was good, and they 
kept rolling fat all winter. 

“Gaspard and I, and Brasseau and his 
woman, had one end room of the cabin, the 
couple screening off a corner of it for their 
convenience, The rest of the party bunked 
in the other end room, and the one in the 
center, with its big fireplace, became the 
cooking and living-room. 
small.fireplace in each end room. 

“On the evening of the day that the little 
fort was finished, Gaspard called us all into 
the living-room and had us draw cuts for 
choice of trapping ground. For three days 
he had been exploring the creek we were 
on, and the next one to the east and the 
west of it, and had divided the whole terri- 
tory into thirteen parts, one for each of us. 
Everyone, of course, wanted the nearest 
ponds, and he had worked out this plan to 
prevent any quarreling over them. We 
drew the cuts, white wood shavings with 
numbers marked on them, and mine, num- 
ber nine, called for five ponds at the ex- 
treme head of the creek next west of us, 
and about five miles from the cabin. Gas- 
pard drew some ponds on the creek to the 


east, but traded with one of the men in or- | 


der to get the location next below mine so 
that he could handily teach me how. to trap 
the dam and lodge builders. 

“We saddled up very early the next morn 
ing, and with six traps each rode over the 
divide and up the creek to our locations, 
passing many a beaver dam by the way. I 
had never seen one, and could hardly be- 
lieve that the long, broad and solid dams 
of earth and sticks impounding, often, four 
or five acres of water, could be the work 
of the flat-tail creatures. 

“We found that my five ponds contained a 
total of thirty-seven lodges, and Gaspard 
predicted a fine catch for me. The ponds 
were frozen over, and we went out on the 
clear ice. We could see plainly the bottom 
of a lodge, generally in from six to ten 
feet of water, and the piles of cuttings sunk 
heside it for winter food. Gaspard showed 
me the entrance to the lodge, close to the 
bottom, and explained that, when hungry, 
the beavers would dive out, seize one of the 
short cuttings and drag it to the chamber 
in the lodge above the water, and there 
gnaw the bark off it, afterward dragging the 
stick out to the waste pile. 

“Gaspard had brought a long stake, and 
a long pole with an inch fork at its butt 
end. Attaching the ring of the trap chain 
to the stake, and the set trap to the fork, 
he lowered it through a hole we cut in the 
ice, neatly laid it at the entrance to the 
lodge, withdrew the forked pole, and drove 
the stake deep into the mud. It was all 
simple enough. Where there were two or 
more entrances to a lodge, a trap should be 
set at each one, he explained, and that was 
my lesson in pond trapping. He then told 
me,to put in the rest of my traps myself, 
and went down to his own location. I soon 
finished the work and joined him, and we 
went home. 

“There were tnree beavers in my traps 
the next morning, $15 worth of fur, and I! 
Was so proud of my success, so very proud 
and rich-feeling that I could scarce wait to 
get home to show the pelts and tell about 
it. I had that feeling morning after morn- 
ing as my good luck continued, and it was 
a long time before I ceased to ‘become in- 
tensely excited as | approached my sets. 
The satisfaction that I felt as my pile of 
pelts steadily grew never abated, however. 
I planned to do great things with my 
earnings. My mother should have a gold 
watch, gold chain and earrings, things she 
had always wanted, and for my father a 
horse and chaise would be none too fine a 
present. 

“It was in February that | practically 
caught the last of the beavers in four of 
my ponds, and moved the traps to the up 
per and last one. I had never before more 
than looked out on it from the dam, and 
now gave it a careful examination. There 
were six lodges in it, and one of them, the 
uppermost, was of huge size; all of twenty- 
five feet in diameter where it rose above 
the ice. I have never since seen one so 
large. Back of the lodge a large spring 
boiled up from the bottom of the pond and 
kept the water open clear from the shore 
to within fifteen feet of it. Here and there

along this iceless shore were well-packed 
trails or slides in the snow, along which 
the beavers had penetrated the quaking as 
pen thicket after fresh cuttings. The 
shore itself was thick; unfrozen mud, and ! 
felt that I muste examine it. Bitterly cold 
though the day was, I rolled up my trousers, 
pulled off my moccasins and blanket foot 
wraps, and waded in. Gaspard had taught 
me never to examine slides and workings 
from the land side, ag the beavers would 
get the scent of my footsteps and entirely 
abandon the place. 

“Fresh in the mud, at the foot of the ver) — 
first one of the slides, I came upon some- 
thing that made my heart jump; beaver 
tracks they were; and such tracks!

The third had 
been carefully dragged to one side of the 
foot of the slide, and here, fresh in the 
mud I had smoothed by splashing it with 
water, were again the tracks of the big one.

I set the three traps at the foot of it, two

the other still deeper, and then, slinging 
my two beavers across the saddle, went 
home. Brasseau’s woman Was on the look- 
out for me, and when she saw what I had 
she gave a laugh and turned back to the 
house. *What did I tell you” she said to 
me over her shoulder.

UNIQUE CUSTOMS. 


HE social customs of any primitive 

race are a result of its physical en- 

vironment in direct proportion to its 
freedom from exposure to outside infiu- 
ences. Contact with new peoples and, 
especially the adoption of a new religion, 
modify old customs, but such of these lat- 
ter as are a direct outgrowth of the exi- 
gencies of environment are always the last 
te-change. The persistence of polyandry 
in Tibet, Ladakh and other parts of the 
Himalayan highlands is a striking instance 
in point. | 

In primitive communities man very nat- 
urally welcomes a large family in proportion 
to his ability to support it, and we find 
polygamy most actively practised in those 


- tribes who live in the midst of plenty. 
Wives mean 


children—in primitive com- 
munities—and when the conditions are such 


that the struggle for existence is keener, | 


we find that the size ef the family is kept 
down by the simple expedient of keeping 
down the number of wives. Christianity’s 
teachings have undoubtedly been the great- 
est factor in the moderation of us Occt- 
dentals in the matter of wives, but the dif- 
ficulty of supporting properly in temperate 
latitudes, by the labor.of one pair of hands, 
the offspring of more than one wife 
also operated very potently.

Anyone who has seen the 
rule of the solitary waitress in a western 
mining camp restaurant, or of the lone 
stewardess on a tropical steamer, will have 
no difficulty in deciding who the real head 
of the family is. 


There is some endeavor made among the 
upper classes to arrange matters so that 
only one husband remains home at a time, 
but such hyper-delicacy is so exceptional as 
rarely to be encountered in the course of 
ordinary travel through the country. The 
earlier days of the honeymoon are gener- 
ally reserved for the husband who figured 
in the ceremony, but it is not long before 
matters settle down to their communal 
normal 


It occasionally happens that a wilte fails 
to find happiness in her new estate. If so, 
she usually packs up forthwith and returns 
to her family, in which event little happens 
beyond a lot of dickering between the ex- 
contracting parties regarding the refund of 
purchase money. This arranged, the lady 
is considered as legally divorced and as 
such free to ally herself with another fam- 
ily of brothers who may, as is often the 
case, have been instrumental in prompting 
her to take the step. 

There is one contingency in which the 
wife may obtain a divorce from her hus- 
bands and start with a clean slate under 
conditions entirely favorable to herself. 
This arises when th® eldest brother dies, on 
which occasion, should she so desire, the 
wife may attach herself to the corpse with 
a string and proceed to sit out the night in 
its cheering company.

‘tution of the money paid for her. Of course

Breeding New Plants. 
METHOD BY WHICH THIS MAY 


BE ACCOMPLISHED. 
* O MANY readers of this department 
have written to ask how the writer 
breeds new plants that the methods 


__ pursued must be of interest to a large num- 


ber who wish to experiment, but know not 
how. Therefore the “process” is herein 


briefly described. 


Start with some easy subject, one with 
coarse and simple organs few in number. 
The writer’s pet hobby, the gladiolus, is a 
good example. Cross lilies with lilies, car- 


* nations with carnations, for you cannot cross 


plants not closely related, and not all that 
are. The exceptions to this rule are few 
and therefore will not be considered a’ 
present. 

To cross two plants you must put the 
pollen of one flower on the pistil of another, 
and do so before the wind, insects, or natu- 
ral processes get ahead of you, or you may 
fare nearly as badly as the horse owner who 
was told to give his horse a powder thus: 
“Make a tube of a rolled-up paper—put the 
powder in it—place one end in the horse's 
mouth and blow.” Unfortunately, just at 
the critical moment the horse coughed, and 
the result so discouraged the man that he 
gave up further trials. Crossing flowers dif- 
fers from the case cited in that if you do not 
move the powder first there will be nothing 
“coming your way.” 

Each stamen has three parts—a needle- 
like stalk, an anther at the end of the stalk, 
and the pollen in (or upon) the anther. The 
polien is the vital element. It is dust-like 
and often highly colored, though moore often 
white or yellow. Without this pollen no 
seeds can be formed. The pistil (sometimes 
@ group of several) occupies the precise cen- 
ter of the flower; the anthers are “outside” 
of these. The pistil also has three 
though the lower part (the ovary) is not al- 
ways in evidence. The stalk is thicker than 
that of the anther, and on the upper end is 
a stigma, usually a warty, knoblike struc- 
ture. Upon this stigma the pollen should 
be placed. . 

In “perfect” flowers, or those having both 
stamens and pistil, the former must be re- 
moved before the pollen is freed or the 
flower may become self-pollinated. The 
flower should then be covered by an in- 
verted paper bag, the mouth of which may 
be tied about the flower stem to prevent its 
blowing away or the entrance of bees or 
other insects. The next day remove the 
bag, place upon the stigma the pollen of the 
other parent and replace bag. This work 
should be repeated, by the amateur at least, 
for three consecutive days. Pollen may be 
transferred by picking an anther and gently 
rubbing some of its pollen off on the stigma, 
by a camel’s-hair brush, or by the point of a 
Kknifeblade or toothpick. The writer uses 
the latter. Only one grain of pollen acts, 
though you may transfer thousands. Ques- 
tions are invited from those wishing further 
‘nformation.

Knots in Harness. 


To loosen knots in harness, straps, cords, 
ropes, or even shoe strings, hammer the knot 
on all sides with a mallet or a plece of 
wood, turning the strap or rope around, 
then dip in boiling water, holding it there 
a minute or two, according to size of knot 
to be loosened. Before doing so add a little 
soap to the water, then with a sharply 
pointed instrument pick the knot loose. It 
can often be done with the fingers. Knots 
that have been pulled in harness or ropes 
for months or years can be loosened readily.

THEY REQUIRE DIFFERENT 
KINDS OF ATTENTION. 


{The care of chicks from the time they 
are hatched until they can look out for 
themselves is a problem for the most care- 
ful consideration. It is during this period 
that the fruits of preceding months of work 
are put to the great test. 

The poultry raiser at this time is dealing 
with Nature’s great force of development. 


- Animal instinct cannot, however, overcome 


all conditions, so man can step in and aid 
“Nature. 

Especially is care necessary when artifi- 
cial devices are used. The following article 
gives many useful suggestions to the large 
and small poultry raiser. 

Buff Cochins, shown in the accompany- 
ing drawing, are one of the largest breed of 
chickens grown and also most imposing.) 


“ term “brooding” as applied to 


young chickens means broadly the nec- 
essary care of them from the time they 
leave the shell in the incubator or under 
fhe sitting hen until they reach an age 
when they no longer need the care natu- 
rally given them by the mother hen. The 
length of time they require breoding de 
pends upon when they are hatched, that is, 
whether it be early or late in the season. 
The amount of labor involved is increased 
or decreased in proportion to the facilities 
one has for handling his flocks advantage 
ously, and this also influences the number 
of chicks the breeder can successfully bring 
to the weaning age. Weather conditions 
everywhere, except in some portions of the 
South, are such in February and March 
that chicks hatched at that time require 
much greater care as regards warmth and 
housing than if they are brought out during 
the natural season of April and May. 
Artificial brooding is almost a necessity 
with early-hatched chicks, and this is un- 
questionably true if any considerable num- 
ber are to be handled. Home-made brood- 
ers or crude appliances and methods will 


«Suffice if no attempt is made to brood a 


greater number of chicks than can be given 
the special attention and extra time. nec- 
essary. Early hatches with hens may be 
handled with fair success by allowing the 
hen to brood the chicks, if each hen with 
her brood is given ample room indoors and 
where she will be unmolested by other 
fowls. Later in the season the mother hen 
can be depended upon entirely if she is 
given sufficient housing and other protec- 
protection from inclement weather. 


Use of incubators and Brooders. 


if several thousand chicks are to be 
hatched, it is absolutely necessary that in- 
cubators and brooders be used, regardless 
of the season, if the greatest possible profit 
and success are to be secured. If a few 
hundred early-hatched chicks are the ob- 
ject, an incubator and brooder are desirable 


and profitable, and in many cases a neces-| 


sity. There are a number of patented 
brooders on the market at a reasonable 


 .price, and nearly all dealers in poultry sup, 


plies keep them in stock. They may also 
be bought direct from the manufacturers, 
nearly all of whom give the customer more 
or less printed matter, containing much 
helpful information upon the subject of 
brooding chicks. The manufacturer's di- 


s rections for the handling of his particular 


brooder should always be carefully fol- 
lowed, but methods of feeding and general 
eare of the chicks should be governed by 
experience or by the knowledge acquired 
by reading authoritative literature upon the 
subject. 

Some of the main features to be kept in 
mind are as follows: Avoid overcrowding; 
do not underfeed or overfeed; provide ade 
quately warm quarters; keep the chicks 
active; « e that they are free from lice; do 
not feed condiments or rich table scraps or 
wet, sloppy foods; give plenty of fresh, 
clean water; provide good ventilation and 
pure air. 

If chicks are not being brooded by the 
mother hen in late spring or summer, they 
must have dartificially-heated quarters. A 
suitable home-made hover for use in a 
warm room consists of a box with one side 
taken out and into which is fitted a false 
bottom with the under side covered with 
flannel strips two tuches apart aad which 
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drop to within about two inches of the 
floor or real bottom of the box. This will 
provide a place for the chicks to huddle 
and sleep. A good crude appliance, which 
will serve as a heated apartment, is. the 
old plan of wrapping one or two thicknesses 
of flannel around an earthenware jug and 
keep the jug filled with quite hot water, re- 
newing it as often as necessary. The jug 
should be kept in a box of average size, 
such as may be obtained at any grocery 
store. A box two feet square will accom- 
modate fifteen to eighteen chicks until they 
are a week or ten days old, if properly 


able, and this can be easily provided by 
using inch-mesh wire netting. 


Litter on the Floor. 


The floors of brooders, hovers and run- 
ways should be covered with suitable litter 
to the depth of about an inch. The litter 
may consist of chaff from a hay loft, finely- 
cut straw, chopped clover or alfalfa, or fine, 
dry sand. Anything similar to the above 
mentioned articles will answer the purpose. 
The object is provide a soft, warm bedding 
that will induce dryness, absorb the drop- 
pings and furnish a place in which to scat- 
ter dry foods where the chicks must 
scratch for them. The litter should be re- 
newed often and not be allowed to become 
Little chicks should be kept 
active and Vigorous, as that condition is a 
sure indication of health, and that they are 
growing and thriving. Exercise can best 
be obtained by forcing them to scratch for 
the greater portion of their food after they 
are a few days old. 

When chicks stand around “dumpy,” 
with eyes closed and necks drawn in, they 


are out of condition, and the trouble is gen 


cared for, but an outside runway is advis-|. 


erally disease or lice. Chicks hatched by 
hens should be treated for lice the third | 
day after hatching. A little melted lard 
rubbed very lightly on the top of the head 
and on the throat will accomplish results. 
Overcrowding should be carefully avoided. 
It may result from either lack of room or 
too cold quarters. The trouble is that the 
sinaller or weaker chicks are trampled upon 
or crushed, and they are in most cases per- 
manently injured or stunted. _Overcrowd- 
ing may also cause partial suffocation and 
debilitating sweats from which the chicks 
never recover. 


Newly-hatched chicks should be placed in 
a temperature of about 95 degrees, which 
should be gradually decreased to about 70 
degrees at the end of three weeks. Food 
is unnecessary the first: forty-eight hours, 
after which they should be fed four or five 
times a day. A variety of food should be 
supplied and a selection of several items 
may be made from such articles as rolled 
oats, steel-cut oatmeal, corn bread, kaffir 
corn, millet seed, buckwheat, bread or 
cracker crumbs with finely-chopped boiled 
egg. Green food in the form of chopped 
cabbage or lettuce is desirable. A little 
chick-sized grit should be supplied, and 
powdered charcoal igs helpful, but not a ne- 
cessity. It sweetens the contents of the 
crop, and aids digestion. Many of the pre- 
pared grain mixtures sold’ by poultry-supply 
dealers are satisfactory, and are a great

Overfeeding causes indigestion and fatal 
bowel trouble. Food should not be kept

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| Old Ranchos of Southern Cal.

f Pacifico,” on the east by Ran- 
cho Santa Monica, on the west by “El 
Rio de San Buenaventura,” the estate has 
been preserved intact in the hands of the 
heirs of its last purchaser, ‘Frederick H. 
Rindge. There are tales of smuggling along 
the twenty-two miles of coast of Malibu, 
supposed to have occurred between the '20’s 
and ‘30's when the ranch was occupied by 
Tiburgio Tapia. There is a rather amusing 
story in Bancroft's history which tells of 
two claimants for the Malibu estate awk- 
wardly putting themselves into the shoes 
of the smugglers. After inducing the lat- 
ter to land their goods, the claimants seized 
the sailors, and demanded a $1000 ransom. 
The sailors slipped away, however, leaving 
the goods. These goods the watchful au- 
thorities confiscated, and the two smuggler 
kidnapers were placed in chains for six 
months! Some years later the ranges of 
Malibu “were infested with horse and cattle 
rustiers. Tiburcio was, in 1839, confirmed 
in the grant of the Cucamonga rancho by 
Gov. Alvarado. Tiburcio’s daughter, Maria 
Merced, and her husband came into the 
Malibu estate in 1845, it being sold for taxes 
in the early "60's, after which it came into 
the hands 6f Matthew Keller, whose son in- 
herited it in 1881, ten years after which it 
was bought by Rindge. 

Other early grants of this region are Boca 
de Santa Monica—embracing the mouth of 
Santa Monica Canyon; San Vicente y Santa 
Monica, with an ocean frontage of a mile 
and a half, extending four miles back from 
the coast, and covering 40,000 acres, and 
La Ballona rancho with a _ four-mile ocean 
frontage. At the time of the grant of San 
Vicente to Jose Dolores Sepulveda, in 1828, 
it was necessary for the applicant to own 
150 cattle to be eligible for a grant. On 
this rancho an adobe house built in 1867, 
typical of the early ranch houses, is stil! in 
good condition. The other and older build- 
ings may be found only in a few scattered 
ruins. 

The Camulos rancho, with its 1800 acres, 
upon which still stands the old hacienda of 
the Del Vatle family, erected by Don Anto- 
nio del Valle—grandfather of Hon. R. ¥. 
Del Valle of this city—is part of the origi- 
nal grant of the 45,000 acres of the San 
Francisco ranch, granted to Don Antonio by 
the Spanish crown. Helen Hunt Jackson 
spent three hours at the . hacienda at the 
time her book was in preparation. “She 
must have been all eyes and ears at the 
time,” declares a member of the family, 
“for she certainly remembered everything, 
down to the minutest detail. Her descrip- 
tion of the ranch is indeed true.. But as to 
Ramona—well, Mrs. Jackson drew. her char- 

‘ter from three different young girls, all of 
whom I knew.” 

The real Ramona was a young half-breed 
Indian girl. She had come into the 
Del Valle family in a most peculiar way. 
The child was born near Ft. Tejon, where 
her father was an officer in the United 
States army. The father went away when 
the war broke out, and the-little one’s In- 
dian grandparents brought her south. They 
lived some six miles from the Camulos 
ranch. The grandparents and child stopped 
at the ranch one day. The little thing, then 
6 years of age, conceived a sudden and vio- 
tend attachment for Senora del Valle. She 
clung to the lady of the rancho, and could 
scarcely be dragged away. Twice there- 
after she ran away from home and walked 
the entire six miles to the Del Valle haci- 
enda. The second time the good lady, with 
her own baby in her arms, laid her hand on 
the little black head And asked to be al- 
lowed to keep “Ramona.” The grandpar- 
ents, who were very old, consented, and 
went their way. Ramona grew in grace 
and in silent adoration of her foster mother. 
Ramona was only one of as many as ten 
orphans which this noble lady had taken 
to her heart and hearth to rear with her 
own three children. She must have pos- 
sessed the true genius of motherhood, for 
every one of those over whom she spread 
the wing of her protection became an hon- 
orable and admirable man or woman. Ra- 
mona grew into a tall, straight, striking 
young woman, with grave, sweet eyes, and 
a quiet way. In voice, tone and gesture she 
had absorbed all the little ways of the se- 
nora, and she was like her, too, in her de- 
sire to do good, to he helpful to others. 

One day something happened. The war 
was over, and an army officer, who had at 
one time been stationed at Ft. Tejon, rode 
up to the rancho in the company of a cousin 
and nephew of the occupants. A girl of 19, 
tall, straight and willowy, was standing in 


room in a strange state of agitation. The 
man’s eyes followed her until she 

appeared. He remarked upon the many 
young people at the ranch, and upon many 
other matters, for a time not daring to trust 
himself to frame the question in his heart, 
until he found himself alone with his com- 
panion, when he asked, striving at self-com- 
mand: “Who is that girl?” The reply fell 
upon his ears with a sense of unreality: 
“That girl is your daughter.” For two days 
the father watched the daughter of whose 
existence he had not known, in mental ag- 
ony, mot quite sure as to how to approach 
the situation. Finally he went to the 
senora—the little wise woman who seemed 
to have a solution for all difficulties. 

“It is for you to decide,” she said, “if 
you wish to, acknowledge her. If you do 
not wish to do so, she will still go on with 
us as before.” He asked the senora to 
send for the girl. Ramona came, and the 
two stood face to face. Somehow, Ramona 
knew, and she wag quickly locked in her 
father’s arms. 

The colonel went away, but later on he 
sent for his child, and spent a few years of 
paternity with her before his death. And 
Ramona? She still lives. She is a sweet- 
faced, portly, middle-aged woman. She has 
never married. The writer was fortunate 
enough to receive this story direct from a 
member of the Del Valle family, beside 
whom Ramona was brought up. The ac- 
companying picture is the only photograph 
of Ramona in existence, taken in her young 
girlhood. No authentic picture of Ramona 
has ever before been published, and this 
one has never before been out of the hands 
of the family. 

Mrs. Jackson's composite Ramona, 
founded on the real Ramona, also drew 
from another young orphan girl in Senora 
del Valle’s care. The circumstances sur- 
rounding her coming were also unusual, the 
parents having left valuable jewels with 
the senora to be delivered to the girl upon 
her coming of age. Besides the real Ra- 
mona and the Ramona of the jewels was 
another less familiar young creature who 
went to make up the Ramona of fiction, and 
whose principal claim to fame was that she 
ran away to marry. Mrs. Jackson collected 
many of her notes from Antonio Franco 
Coronel. 

After the drought and consequent famine 
among the cattle in 1863 and 1864, the 
dwindling of the stocK of the Santa Barbara 
cattle barons from 200,000 to 5000, and the 
wiping out of 100,000 head of horses and 
cattle on the ranch of Don Abel Stearns, 
when fortunes were lost and rancheros 
ruined by usurious rates of interest on loans, 
came the subdivision of large grants, which 
to that time had been held intact, into small 
holdings. Of the large number of grants in 
Los Angeles county alone that crept up 
toward the hundred mark, but few may 
boast their original acreage. Vineyards, 
orange and walnut groves, vegetable and 
grain farms, towns, factories, breweries— 
all of these have usurped the old holdings. 
The spirit of the life on the old ranchos 
that remain, and of the new ranches that 
have sprung into being under modern con- 
ditions is different—oh, so different from 
that of the times when a young man rode 
miles on his horse to be entertained by the 
family of the girl he adored, or to attend 
a dance at the Palos Verdes ranch, where 
Dona Maria Sepulveda gathered the youth, 
beauty and brilliancy of the region about 
her, in which setting at 80 years of age she 
outshone them all in grace, tact, wit, and 
the gentle art of dancing?

central parts of Africa the mortality would 
be terrific, since the nakedness of the na- 
tives would become a {air field for mosquito 
inoculation. But while this dread disease 
ravages the western coast it does not pene- 
trate the interior parts of Africa. 

That the yellow-fever-infected mosquito 
has not reached the central regions of Africa 
comes from the enormous distances existing 
between the natives of the coast and those 
of the interior, also the high range of moun- 
tains between the coast region and the cen- 
tral part of that country. Just how long 
the mosquito lives after it has become in- 
fected has never been positively deter- 
-mined;: some authorities say two days and 
some four, while I have heard others fix the 
time limit at six days. 

Precautions to prevent yellow fever from 
reaching these regions have never been 
taken and the fact that the migration of 
the infected mosquito has never taken place 
is one of the marvelous blessings of nature. 

There is always more or less yellow fever 
in Brazil, that is, in its northern parts, but 
the government is taking measures which 
will soon eradicate the disease from that 
country. 

Yellow fever in the tropics varies but 
little from yellow fever of temperate zones. 
Perhaps in the tropics the mortality is 
greater, as the population is dressed more 
scantily and thus a larger surface of the 
body is exposed to the sting of the yellow- 
fever-infected mosquito. 

Mortality on a whole is larger in the 
tropics than in the temperate or semi-trop- 
ical countries,

perature resort to the cold sponging, cold 
bath or pack.

Sma!lipox. 


Smallpox is another one of the eruptive 
fevers and a most contagious one. There 
is no other contagion so strong and sure as 
that of smallpox and none that will operate 
at so great a distance, and there is no time 
from the initial fever to the last desquam- 
ation when smallpox is not contagious. 

Violent chills and vomiting mark the on- 
set of smallpox, followed by excruciating 
pains down the back and limbs. The fever 
rises rapidly to 103 deg. or 104 deg.; the 
pulse becomes rapid and strong, the face 
and eyes red, headache and sleeplessness 
follow; delirium and convulsions many 
times occur at this stage of the disease. 
During the third day the characteristic erup 
tions occur, first on the forehead and lips

The convalescence is 
very slow and the patient is left weak and 
emaciated. 

In all cases of scarlet fever three condi- 
tions are to be looked for: otitis, affections 
of the joints, and acute néphritis. 

Scarlet fever is highly contagious, the 
contagion being fovnd chiefly in the 
desquamated or peeled skin. 


In mild cases this fever 
lasts but three or four days. 


During the course of the secondary fever 
there is a tendency to pleuritis, pneumonitis 
and dysentery. During convalescence boils 
and abscesses on the skin frequently occur. 


If the patient is seen early, vaccination 
should be performed at once; it may mod- 
ify the attack. The success of vaccination 
depends on the variety of the attack and 
the age of the patient. The mortality in 
discrete smalipox is 4 per cent.; confluent 


‘smalipox, 50 per cent.; in malignant cases 


all perish. Under 5 years and over 50 years 
of age the mortality is 50 per cent. Vacel- 
nation is a positive’ protective influence 
from the disease and by extensive observa- 
tions it has been fully proven that in pro- 
portion to the efficiency of the vaccination 
is the rarity and mildness of the disease.

From the onset nourishing food should 
be given the patient at frequent intervals, 
say the third hour. Milk, eggs, broths and 
oysters should be given. Ice may be given 
the patient freely. As the disease is con- 
tagious the patient should be isolated and 
the ventilation and disinfection given great 
care. 

Keep the patient in a dark red room to 
prevent pitting. Masks of some unctuous 
material applied to exclude the air are of 
some assistance. Cold water dressings ap- 
plied to the face and hands are most bene 
ficial, as they assist in allaying the swelling 
and the fever. If the patient wishes it, hot 
water can be used; in either case the water 
should be made antiseptic. A 10 per cent. 
solution of ichthyol painted over the pus- 
tules hastens their drying process and is 
said to prevent pitting. This painting can 
be done several times a day. If water dress- 
ing disagrees with the patient then an oil 
may be used. 


If exposed to scarlet fever, , Vaccination Should Be in Winter. 


The Medical Review of Reviews for Feb 
ruary last had the following transcript: 

Nearly six years ago Dr. W. F. Elgin 
(Maryland Medical Journal, February, 1907,) 
published the results of many experiments 
with smallpox vaccine, demonstrating that 
it was killed in a few minutes if kept at 
140 deg. F., and that it was also killed if 
kept at 98 deg. for three days. At 70 deg. 
it was weakened but not killed in from one 
to three weeks; kept at 50 deg. it was still 
alive after three to six months, while at 10 
deg. it was still active after four years. In 
the summer, therefore, as one readily sees, 
the vaccine shipped by mail, express, or 
freight, kept at the drug store, and per- 
haps carried afterward in the pocket, may 
frequently have been subjected to such a 
degree of heat and for such at length of 
time that it may be greatly weakened or 
even rendered utterly inert. This fact 
alone suggests the advisability of postpon- 
ing the common dates of vaccination to the 
cool season of the year. The vaccination 
certificate of school pupils, at the begin- 
ning of the school year, should follow suc- 
cessful vaccination. At the opening of the 
second term, after the Christmas holidays, 
certificates should be required of children 
who failed to receive a successful Ynocula- 
tion in the autumn. This would tend to en- 
courage the choice of the winter months as 
| those best for vaccination of adults. The 
educational value of this regulation is pat- 
ent. . 

There are other reasons which emphasize 
the wisdom of this advice, for instance, the 
greater danger and likelihood in summer of 
contamination of the inoculation-wound by 
dust, by the germs of suppurative diseases, 
and even of tetanus. Shields and protec- 
tive compresses are also more likely to be 
used and correctly worn in winter than in 
summer. 


The foregoing suggestion by no means 
lessens the advisability of the use by the 
propagators and by druggists of special re- 
frigerators for keeping vaccines (and in- 
deed all materia medica biologicals) at 
those uniform cool temperatures necessary 
to preserve their greatest strength and effi- 
ciency. Even in the winter the danger of 
killing vaccine (through artificial heat) 
may be as great as by the natural heat of 
summer. 

It seems altogether certain that, for pre- 
serving its strength, we have, as a profes 
sion, been too neglectful of the fact that 
heretofore vaccine has-been shipped, stored, 
and used in the worst season of the year, 
and that vaccination would be much more 
successful if carried out during colder 
climatic conditions. Would not these facts 
if urged by physicians upon school boards, 
boards of health, parents, and patients, se- 
cure such changes in laws and customs as 
to lessen in a marked degree the number 
of failures, and the objections, justly or 
unjustly, made .to vaccination? 


Tne tol! which we must pay to indiffer- 
ence and prejudice is shown by the num- 
ber of cases of smallpox in the United 
States—in 1909, 24,099 reported, with 180 
deaths; in 1910, 30,352 with 415 deaths.

“There is then a good deal of evidence to 
show that tuberculosis may be, oftentimes, 
an air-borne disease. This evidence is cer- 
nly far more convincing than for any 
other disease, except perhaps anthrax. If, 
as seems probable, the air may serve as a 
vehicle for the carriage of tubercle bacilli 
it is probably because, in this disease, more 
germs are discharged indoors in places 
where they are likely to get into the air 
than is the case in other diseases, and be- 
cause the bacilli have a fairly high resist- 


“For tuberculosis alone is there evidence 
that air-borne infection is a factor of mo- 
ment, but the last word has not been said as 
to the etiology of this disease. We may 
be sure that the sewer-gas bogey is laid, the 
notion that dust is a dangerous vehicle of 
every-day infection is unsupported and that 
mouth spray is usually effective only at 
short distances.”

Drinking-Water and Appendicitis. . 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] Dr. H. Meurisse 
of Paris and several other eminent French 
physicians advance the surprising theory 
that water-drinking is one cause of appen- 
dicitis, and perhaps of other diseases, and 
that we would all be better off if we drank 


stead. 

Dr. Meurisse is much impressed with the 
significance of a number of facts regarding 
appendicitis recently submitted to the Paris 
Medical Society. These show a high per- 
centage of cases of the disease among chil- 
dren who drink water only. On the other 
hand, brothers*and sisters of these same 
children who are allowed to drink light 
wine with their meals, show singular free- 
dom from appendicitis and other intestinal 
troubles. 

Although Dr. Meurisse admits there may 
have been other causes which helped give 
these children appendicitis, the fact that 
they drank water exclusively with their 
meals, while the well members of the fam- 
ily took light wine, makes him doubt 
whether water-drinking is the beneficial 
habit we have always thought it. A simi- 
lar view of the matter is taken by Dr. J. 
Gagey, who has written a book entitled 
“Appendicitis and Water Drinking,” and by 
Dr. Doloris of the French Academy of Med- 
icine, who some time ago expressed the be- 
lief that from a hygienic standpoint light 
wine with our meals is far better than 
water. 

Pure water, says Dr. Meurisse, cntains in 
itself nothing which does us harm. What- 
ever damage it does is due to the probable 
fact that it has no power to destroy cer- 
tain disease germs, as wine and other bev- 
erages have. 


The Drug-Habit Menace. 


In the current number of the New York 
Medical Record, Dr. Edward Huntington 
Williams has an article on “The Drug Habit 
Menace in the South.” He notes that the 
proportion of drug takers admitted to the 
hospitals for the insane in the South is from 
five to fifteen times greater than in New 
York State, but that the negro population 
of the South is not responsible for this 
striking difference in conditions. The in- 
sane hospital records show that morphine 
causes most of these drug-habit cases and 
that cocaine plays an entirely subordinate 
part. Turning to the records of jails, work- 
houses and prisons the negro drug taker is 
found. He is not in the hospital because 
he has stopped at the penal half-way house 
and in some places his numbers tax the ca- 
pacity of these ‘institutions. These are 
devotees of cocaine. Under its influence 
peaceful negroes become quarrelsome and 
timid negroes develop a degree of “Dutch 
courage” that is sometimes almost incred- 
ible. Dr. Williams says that “a large pro- 
portion of the wholesale killings in the 
South during recent years have been the 
direct result of cocaine, and frequently the 
perpetrators of these crimes have been 
hitherto inoffensive, law-abiding negroes. 
Moreover, the negro who has once formed 
the habit, seems absolutely beyond redemp- 
tion. Imprisonment cures him temporarily, 
but when released he returns to the drug 
almost inevitably.” 

He also calls attention to the fact that 
the use of cocaine renders the user immune 
in an astonishing degree to shock so that 
in the language of the policeman, “the co- 


caine negro is sure hard to kill.” 


New Epilepsy Method. 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:} Nerve special- 
ists in this city showed considerable inter 
est in the prediction that a permanent cure 
for epilepsy may be in sight as the result 
of a discovery made by Dr. Alfred Gordon. 
That. investigator, in a paper read before 
members of the College of Physicians, pre- 
sented the result of almost a year’s treat- 
ment of twelve patients in which he said 


improvement had been shown through the 


method of treatment. 

Transfusion of the cerebrospinal fluid 
from one epileptic to another is the means 
used by Dr. Gordon in ‘curing the affection. 
According to Dr. Gordon, the treatment is 
simple. -It consists of interchanging thirty 
centigrams of the cerebrospinal fiuid be- 
tween two sufferers from epilepsy. One 
fluid, according to Dr. Gordon, counteracts 
the other and eventually brings about im- 
provement. 

Dr. Gordon for several years has lectured 
on nervoug diseases at Jefferson Medical 
College. He says his treatment is still in 
its experimental stage, but as the results ob- 
tained have been satisfactory he is confi- 
dent a permanent cure in time will be 
effected, 


Failure of Artificial Food. 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:} That it is pos 
sible to live on artificial food, or at least on 
the concentrated extracts of certain staples, 
is a common elief, and it has even been 
predicted that some day our diet will con- 
sist of tabloid food. One might live for a 
short time in that unsociable way, but re- 
cent investigation of diseases like beri-beri, 
scurvy and pellagra, which are almost  cer- 
tainly caused by a deficiency in the diet, 
prove that such a life would be one of dis- 
ease and could not last.long. 

It is a strange fact that certain foods, 
and often only certain parts of these con- 
tain substances in such minute quantities 
that they have not yet been discovered, 
but that have been proved to be essential 
to health. For example, Dr. Eykman dis- 
covered that beri-beri attacked only those 
who ate polished rice—that is, rice from 
which the outer skin or pericarp had been 
rubbed; and that the addition of this peri- 
carp to the diet effected a cure. Aud in the 
case of scurvy it has long been known that 
it was due to the absence of some essential 
constituent of food. What this may be has 
not yet been discovered, but it is known 
that in the case of sailors scurvy is cured 
by the addition of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables to the diet. In the case of children 
who develop what is called “acute infantile 
scurvy” there ts little doubt that the cause 
ig to be found in the artificial treatment of 
their milk, which destroys something in it 
that is necessary to their health. 

What these substances without which we 
cannot live long may be, none yet know. 
The various factors that are common to 
such diverse foods as milk, lemons and 
cabbage have been isolated and eliminated 
from among the possibilities. One thing 
alone is certain: These essentials to life 
are in very minute quantities and are ex- 
tremely unstable in character. 

A normal diet is a diversified one. Only 
by such a diet can a human being obtain all 
the multitudinous substances which his 
body needs. f 

The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture in a recent bulletin ascribes the com- 
monness of indigestion and rheumatism in 
America to a_ too restricted bill of fare. 
The balanced ration of the average family 
is made up about as follows: Bread, but- 
ter, eggs, meat, fish, patent medicine laxa- 
tives. The department's diet specialist 
would cut out the medicines and substitute 
a daily ration of vegetables and fruits, fresh 
or preserved. He urges more home can- 
ning of such vegetables as tomatoes for 
winter use, pointing out that a can of to- 
matoes that costs 15 cents can be put up 
at home for 5 cents in any district where 
tomatoes are plentiful. 


No National Swiss Language. 

{St. Joseph News-Press:] The Swiss 
mation ig withovt a language. The official 
languages are German, Frenc!: and Italian, 
these three being the recognized “mother- 
tongue” of the majority of the inhabitants. 
About three-fourths of the people speak 
German, while the remainder divide four 
other languages among them—mainly 
French and Italian. 

Public documents and notices are printed 
in both the French and German languages. 
In the Swiss national parliament the mem- 
bers make their speeches in either French 
or German, for nearly all the members un- 
derstand both languages.

Sediment Rivers Carry. 


{The Independent:] From every square| 


mile drained by the Mississippi eighty-six 
tons of salts are deposited annually in the 
Gulf of Mexico. The average outflow of the 
river is placed at 664,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond, and from the analysis of this water 
the amount of material in solution trans- 
ported by the Mississippi has been calcwu- 
lated. It reaches the enormous quantity 
of 108,432,000 tons per year.’ 

The amount of sediment carried by the 
Mississippi in addition to these salts is 
enormous. The quantity delivered annu- 
ally to the Gulf of Mexico, according to H. 
L. Abbott, is 812,500,000,000 pounds, or 
about 408,000,000 tons. 

These figures are the result of an inves- 
tigation of the quality of western stream 
waters made by the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey to determine their fitness for 
irrigation. 

The average discharge of silt and mud 
per year by the Colorade River amounts to 
378,000,000 tons. In addition to the sus 
pended solid matters carried by this river, 
there are also enormous quantities of dis- 
solved substances transported into the sea. 
These dissolved salts are 4,550,000 tons of 
common salt, 3,740,000 tons of Glauber’s 
Salts, 4,000,000 tons of lime, 2,400,000 tons 
of gypsum, and 4,800,000 tons of magnesium 
sulphate or Epsom salts, making a total of 
19,490,000 tons of dissolved matter annu- 
ally carried into the Gulf of California by 
this river. In spite of this enormous 
amount of dissolved matter, the Colorado 
River is not considered to be a stream of 
high mineralization for the western section 
of this country. This is due to the fact 
that the amount of water is so enormous, 
in proportion to the dissolved salts that 
they are only a very small proportion of 
the total discharge. 


The concentration of the salts in the Elm 


Fork of the Red River in Oklahoma is by 


far more than that in the Colorado. This 
particular river annually discharges 1,300,- 
000 tons of common salt, which is equal to 
1680 tons per square mile of area drained, 
while the discharge of salt from the Colo- 
rado is twenty tons per square mile. The 
total amount of salt annually carried away 
by the Elm Fork is 2,389,000 tons. 


It must be borne in mind, however, that 
these quantities, vast as they are, represent 
only a fraction of the total matter trans- 
ported. The mud, sand, silt, and products 
of rock decomposition are deposited along 
the entire course of the river, and what 
proportion of the whole at last finds its 
way into the ocean no one can say, but 
the fraction cannot be large.

them all out to the pond. In one of the 
three set at the big lodge was another 
yearling beaver. The three at the big fel- 
low's slide were just as I had set them; his 
fresh tracks showing plain enough in an- 
other slide. I now set a trap at every en- 
trance to every lodge in the pond, and at 
every slide at the open water, and felt sure 
find the prize. 

“But I didn’t. *Neither that iio nor 
any other morning. Day after day | caught 
more or less of the other beavers; until 
none remained, And day after day I found 
certain traps pulled to one side of lodge 
entrances and the foot of slides; carefully 
as I would conceal them, and the chains 
and stakes, the old beaver’s cunning was 
greater than mine, Almost I believed with 
Braseeau’s woman that he was medicine. 

“The men worked out their allotted 
ponds, and there followed another drawing 
for fresh and more distant territory, but I 
did not take part in it, explaining that there 
was still work for me to do in my five ponds 
—which was true enough. The woman 


kept advising me to move away from them, 


and always when I refused to do so she 
would say: ‘You will soon be sorry that 
you did not take my words. You are wast- 
ing your time.

“Spring came very early that year; by 
the first of March the snow was gone, and 
the creeks and ponds were free from ice.

The New Stook Food. 

[Consular Report:] Peanut shells and 
the red skins which envelop the kernels 
are in demand in Germany for stock feed- 
ing. When ground they are known gener- 
ally as “bran.” The shells, says a consular, 
report, contain 57.8 per cent. of cellulose 
and have scarcely any nutritive value. 
Bran of this kind has been on the German 
market twenty years. The material is 
mixed with other feeds of higher value, and 
notably is used in the composition of mo- 
lasses feeds to give them body. A more 
genuine peanut bran is composed of the 
red inner skin of the kernels to which at- 
tach fragments of the kernels. This ma- 
terial averages from 14 to 18 per cent. of 
fat. In the trade these skins include a per 
centage of shells also amounting, so it is 
asserted, to from 20 to 30 per cent. The 
shell material comes from the inside of the 
envelope and is believed to contain some 
fat. All grades of peanut bran are ground 
and have the appearance of erdinary bran. 
At present fine Marseilles bran is quoted at 
46 to 48 marks ($10.95 to $11.42) a ton. No 
peanut bran is being imported from the 
United States at present, although it might 
be, as it enters Germany without duty. 

In the hand-book of the Union of Agri- 
culture Experiment Stations in Germany 
attention is called to the fact that the finer 
grades of peanut bran by no means are 
composed principally of the red inner skin. 
but consist chiefly of shell. According to 
Emmerling, the fine meal of commerce con- 
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tains a maximum of 5.65 per cent. of fat, in- 
stead of 14 to 18 per cent. Emmerling | 
adds that true peanut bran, consisting of 
ground red skin, contains from 9.3 to 19.2 
per cent. of fat, and an average fatty con- 
tent of 12.9 per cent. “True peanut bran,” 
he says, “is a serviceable secondary stock
